A modification to the design and operation of its landfill site, 
located on part of Lot 14 in Concession 14, Otonabee Township, 
involving an interim expansion to provide sufficient capacity to 
ensure disposal of waste until a replacement facility resulting from 
the ongoing Waste Management Master Plan (WMMP) is in opera- 
tion, without increasing currently approved types or quantities of 
waste, serviced areas or populations served, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to section 29; and 
Having been advised by the Proponent that if the undertaking is subject 


to the application of the Act, the following injury, damage or interfer- 
ence with the persons and property indicated will occur:

A. The Proponent will be subject to delay and expense if it is 
required to prepare an environmental assessment for the 


undertaking. 


B. The Proponent will be subject to unnecessary delay and 
expense in implementing its long-term waste management 
program. 


C. The Proponent, its residents and others served by the site will 
be without a municipal solid waste disposal facility. 


Use of the site in the currently approved sequence and without 
the required engineered changes to preclude contaminant 
migration in excess of “Reasonable Use Policy” may lead to 
contamination of the natural environment. An amended 
application for Emergency Approval to use Cells I and J as an 
interim measure was approved by the Ministry of the Environ- 
ment on July 5, 1989. 


E. The site, as presently approved, does not have sufficient 
capacity to dispose of the service area’s waste until a new 
facility is found and approved through the ongoing WMMP 
process. 


F. Waste which is currently stockpiled on cells G and H may 
present a health hazard if not properly encapsulated or other- 
wise removed, This proposal incorporates the resolution of that 
problem. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the environ- 
ment which would result from the undertaking being subject to the 
application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the public interest to order 
and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of the Act 
for the following reasons: 

A. Continued operation of the existing landfill is clearly an interim 
measure for which there are no other reasonable waste manage- 
ment alternatives which can be implemented within the 
necessary time frame. A new replacement facility emanating 
from the ongoing WMMP is not anticipated before mid-1997. 


B. Alternatives which have been investigated do not appear to 
resolve the potential contamination of the natural environment 
nor do they provide adequate capacity for Peterborough’s 
waste, pending commissioning of a facility through the ongoing 
WMMP. 


C. A mandatory public hearing under Part V of the Environmental 
Protection Act for the approval of changes to the design and 
operation and for an interim expansion will be held, thereby 
permitting the public and government agencies the opportunity 
to review the proposed changes to the site.

WETLAND PLANNING POLICY STATEMENT 
AUTHORITY: 
This document is prepared under the authority of section 3 of the 
Planning Act and is the Province of Ontario’s Policy Statement on 
planning for the protection of Wetlands as a matter of Provincial Interest. 


This Provincial Policy Statement: 


0 is issued jointly by the Minister of Municipal Affairs and the 
Minister of Natural Resources; and, 


0 gives direction to municipalities, planning boards, public agencies, 
the private sector and others for the protection of Wetlands. 


GOALS: 


To ensure that Wetlands are identified and adequately protected through 
the land use planning process. 


To achieve no loss of Provincially Significant Wetlands. 


OBJECTIVE: 


The objective of the Province of Ontario with regard to Wetlands is 
three-fold: 


Through a variety of programs, of which this policy is one: 


1. To ensure no loss of Wetland Function or Wetland Area of 
Provincially Significant Wetlands in the Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence Region; 


2. Toensure no loss of Wetland Function of Provincially Significant 
Wetlands in the Boreal Region; 


3. To encourage the conservation of other Wetlands (e.g. Classes 4 
to 7) throughout Ontario. 


APPLICATION: 


This Policy Statement is to be applied to Provincially Significant 
Wetlands and lands adjacent to them, throughout Ontario. 


INTERPRETATION: 
This provincial policy statement: 


o replaces the “Guidelines for Wetland Management in Ontario”’ 
introduced by the Minister of Natural Resources in the Legislature in 
April of 1984. 


0 takes effect on the date of publication in The Ontario Gazette and 
applies to all planning applications under the Planning Act. 


o does not supersede or take priority over other policy statements issued 
under section 3 of the Planning Act, or any other policy approved by 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council. 


BACKGROUND: 
Wetland Benefits 


Wetlands are essential ecosystems and parts of ecosystems. They provide 
continuous, sustainable environmental, economic and social benefits that 
contribute to the high quality of life in Ontario. Not all of these benefits 
are easily translated into economic or human-related values. Some are 
of intrinsic ecological importance. For convenience, they can be grouped 
into biological, hydrological, and socio-economic benefits. 


Wetlands: 
* are important for the control and storage of surface water and the 
recharge and discharge of ground water; 
* maintain and improve water quality, aid in flood control, and 
protect shorelines from erosion; 
* trap sediments which would otherwise fill watercourses; 
* support and initiate complex food chains which are ultimately 
essential to a broad spectrum of living organisms, including 
humans; 
¢ provide important habitat for a wide variety of plant and animal 
species; 
¢ immobilize some contaminants and nutrients; 
¢ reduce other contaminants to less damaging compounds; 
* assist in maintaining water quality in adjacent lakes and streams that 
support fish populations; 
* provide valuable resource products such as timber, fish, and wild 
rice on a sustainable basis; 
contribute substantial economic and social benefits to the Province; 
* provide active and passive recreational opportunities 

in green space settings. 


Some benefits of Ontario’s Wetlands are enjoyed throughout the rest of 
North America, through provision of such features as staging and 
breeding habitat for migratory waterfowl. The majority, however, are 
local, influencing either the area near a wetland, or the watershed in 
which it is situated. 
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Having abundant Weflands in northern Ontario does not compensate for 
loss of Wetlands in the south. Many of the benefits can only come from 
Wetlands situated nearby. However, patterns of development have 
depleted Wetlands in many localities in the southern portions of the 
Province. 


Furthermore, in any locality, the position of a wetland within a region, 
in combination with its other natural features, may be such that it 
provides more benefits than neighbouring Wetlands. This results in a 
higher relative “‘value’’ or relative importance of this wetland, and 
therefore results in a higher wetland classification, the numeric rating 
resulting from wetland evaluation. 


If individual Wetland Areas share Wetland Functions and are intercon- 
nected ecologically, they may be considered as one Wetland Complex 
and evaluated accordingly. Lands which are not wetland but are Adjacent 
Lands, are also important in the ecosystem that extends beyond the 
wetland boundary. It is in such Adjacent Lands that migratory birds may 
choose nesting sites, rich timber resources grow, natural drainage 
patterns supply water to, and drain the wetland, and cultivated crops may 
find relief from drought conditions. 


Wetland Loss 


Over three-quarters of the original Wetlands in Southern Ontario below 
the Canadian Shield have been lost. This loss is continuing as pressures 
escalate from competing land uses. Activities including land clearing, 
drainage, dredging and filling, continue to place pressure on Wetlands. 
North of the southernmost boundary of the Canadian Shield, wetland 
loss is also becoming significant, especially near urban areas and along 
shorelines of the Great Lakes and other bodies of water. In contrast to the 
south, bogs in broad areas of northern Ontario are extensive and well- 
dispersed. However, other Wetland Types are relatively scarce and may 
be jeopardized by competing land uses such as industrial and recreation- 
al development. 


Recognition of the importance of Wetlands, combined witha concer for 
wetland loss has prompted the Province to develop a comprehensive 
Wetlands management program. 


Who Manages Wetlands in Ontario? 


Wetlands in Ontario are held in both public and private ownership, and 
thus controlled by individuals, corporations and governments. 


There is no provincial legislation that specifically addresses Wetlands or 
expressly requires the protection and conservation of Wetlands. 
However, Wetlands may be influenced by activities permitted under a 
variety of provincial statutes, including the Conservation Land Act, the 
Drainage Act, the Lakes and Rivers Improvement Act, the Public Lands 
Act and the Conservation Authorities Act. 


Many Wetlands include fish habitat and therefore may, in part, come 
under the protection of the federal government through the habitat 
protection provisions of the Fisheries Act (Canada). 


Many Wetlands have already been recognized for their abundant natural 
values, and have been secured under some form of public ownership 
such as Provincial Parks, Provincial Wildlife Areas, or Conservation 
Areas. Several Wetlands in Ontario are National Wildlife Areas, 
managed by Environment Canada under the Canada Wildlife Act. 
Wetlands are also included in the holdings of municipalities, often as part 
of county or regional forests. 


An increasing number of private citizens also manage Wetlands. They 
recognize the value of such property in sustaining moisture, providing 
fuel and other resource products, and providing a place to recreate. 
The major responsibility for management of Wetlands in Ontario, 
however, is that of the Province. The Province not only oversees the 
municipal planning process and other processes by which Wetlands are 
affected, but is also the major custodian of land, which includes all 
Crown Lands within Ontario. 


Ontario’s Wetlands Management Program 


The Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) has been developing and 


implementing a Wetlands management program for more than a decade. 
In 1981, the Ministry released a discussion paper titled, ‘“Towards a 
Wetland Policy for Ontario’’ that contained estimates of wetland loss in 
southern Ontario and discussed wetland values. The public response 
overwhelmingly supported the development of a provincial Wetlands 
policy to protect and conserve Wetlands. 


In 1983-84, an evaluation system for Wetlands was developed by the 
Ministry of Natural Resources and Environment Canada. This evaluation 
system would be used to identify and classify Wetlands south of the 
Canadian Shield, on the basis of Wetland Functions and features. 


In 1984, the Province introduced the ‘‘Guidelines for Wetlands Manage- 
ment’’ which stated the government’s concern over wetland loss and 
expressed Wetlands management objectives and strategies within the 
context of the municipal land use planning process. These Guidelines 
were released to all municipalities, provincial government agencies and 
interest groups and were effective in raising public awareness of the 
importance of Wetlands. 


Over time, the evaluation system was also used for other related 
initiatives. The Ministry of Natural Resources, Ducks Unlimited Canada, 
and Wildlife Habitat Canada, in a cooperative program, make use of 
classifications (i.e. the results of wetland evaluations) to assist in setting 
priorities for securing threatened Wetlands. The Conservation Land Tax 
Reduction Program and the related Conservation Lands Act offer tax 
rebates to landowners of Class 1, 2 and 3 Wetlands, and hence provide 
financial incentive to leave Wetlands in their natural state. 


Wetland habitat development, securement and protection initiatives are 
being implemented under The North American Waterfowl] Management 
Plan, in which all agencies responsible for migratory bird management 
in North America are working in partnership with their respective 
interest groups. In addition, Ontario is involved in conducting and 
supporting research on the ecology of Wetlands. Through the Carolinian 
Canada Program, Ontario has indicated commitment to protecting rare 
and threatened Carolinian! wetland habitats. Wetlands are also protected 
through the protection of representative habitats (such as the Areas of 
Natural and Scientific Interest (ANSI) program), protection and 
management of fish habitat, and management of significant Wetlands in 
various Crown land management programs. 


'Carolinian habitats are located in the Carolinian Ecological Region of 
extreme southern Ontario, and are noted for their variety and numbers of 
life forms peculiar to that region. This is a small area, reduced and 
fragmented further by southern Ontario development and isolated from 
similar U.S. habitat by the Great Lakes. The result is an unusually large 
number of rare, and sometimes endangered species. 


DEFINITIONS: 
For the purpose of this policy statement: 
¢ Adjacent Lands means: 


a) those lands within | 20 metres of a individual Wetland Area; and, 
b) all lands connecting individual Wetland Areas within a Wetland 
Complex. 


* Agricultural Activities means ploughing, seeding, harvesting, 
grazing, animal husbandry, buildings and structures associated with 
these farming activities. This includes such activities on areas lying 
fallow as part of a conventional rotation cycle. 


¢ Boreal Region means that area of Ontario north of the line shown on 
Figures | and 3. 


* Development means: 


a) the construction, erection or placing of a building or structure; 

b) activities such as site grading, excavation, removal of top soil or 
peat and the placing or dumping of fill; 

c) drainage works, except for the maintenance of existing municipal 
and agricultural drains. 


+ Environmental Impact Study (EIS) means a study prepared in 
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accordance with established procedures, to identify and assess the 
impacts of Development on Provincially Significant Wetlands. 


Great Lakes - St. Lawrence Region means that area of Ontario south 
of the line shown in Figures | and 3. 


Hydric Soils mean soils that are characterized by an abundance of 
moisture, to the extent that the soils are either inundated or dominated 
by water-tolerant vegetation. 


Hydrophytic Plants (Hydrophytes) means vegetation commonly 
growing in water or in water-logged soil, and are water-tolerant. 


Provincially Significant Wetlands means: 


a) Class I, 2 and 3 wetland in that part of the Great Lakes - St. 
Lawrence Region below the line approximating the south edge of 
the Canadian Shield (see Figure 4), defined in ‘‘An Evaluation 
System for Wetlands of Ontario South of the Precambrian 
Shield’’. Second Edition, 1984, as amended from time to time; 
and, 


b) those Wetlands identified as Provincially Significant Wetlands by 
the Ministry of Natural Resources through an evaluation sys- 
tem(s) developed specifically for other areas of Ontario. 


Wetland Area means a single, contiguous Wetland which may be 
composed of one or more Wetland Types (See Figure 2). 


Wetland Complex means two or more individual Wetland Areas 
along with their Adjacent Lands, that are related in a functional 
manner, and are grouped within a common wetland boundary (Figure 
2). The whole complex is evaluated and classified, not its individual 
Wetland Area components. 


Wetland Functions means the biological, physical, and socio- 
economic interactions that occur in an environment because of the 
properties of the Wetlands that are present, including, but not limited 
to: 


ground water recharge and discharge; 

- flood damage reduction; 

- shoreline stabilization; 

- sediment trapping; 

- nutrient retention and removal; 

- food chain support; 

- habitat for fish and wildlife; 

- attendant social and economic benefits. 


Wetland Types means individual wetland ecosystems that have 
specific characteristics, and are commonly called marshes, swamps, 
bogs, and fens. 


Wetlands means lands that are seasonally or permanently covered by 
shallow water, as well as lands where the water table is close to or at 
the surface. In either case the presence of abundant water has caused 
the formation of hydric soils and has favoured the dominance of either 
hydrophytic or water tolerant plants. The four major types of Wetlands 
are swamps, marshes, bogs, and fens. 


Lands being used for agricultural purposes, that are periodically 
““soaked”’ or “‘wet’’, are not considered to be Wetlands in this defini- 
tion. Such Jands, whether or not they were Wetlands at one time are 
considered to have been converted to alternate uses. 


POLICY: 


It is the policy of the Province of Ontario that: 


1 


GENERAL 


1.1 All planning jurisdictions including municipalities, planning boards 


and resource management bodies within the Province shall protect 
Provincially Significant Wetlands. 


1.2 Where Provincially Significant Wetlands have been identified, all 


planning jurisdictions, including municipalities and planning 
boards, shall incorporate policies and protect Provincially Signifi- 
cant Wetlands in official plans, zoning by-laws and other develop- 
ment decisions under the Planning Act. 


1.3 All planning jurisdictions, including municipalities and planning 
boards are encouraged to protect other Wetlands that are not 
provincially significant. 


2. GREAT LAKES - ST. LAWRENCE REGION 


2.1 Development shall not be permitted within Provincially Signifi- 
cant Wetlands. 


2.2 OnAdjacent Lands, Development may be permitted only if it does 
not result in any of the following: 


a) loss of Wetland Functions; 

b) subsequent demand for future Development which will negative- 
ly impact on existing Wetland Functions; 

c) conflict with existing site-specific wetland management practices; 


d) loss of contiguous Wetland Area. 


This shall be demonstrated by an Environmental Impact Study 
(EIS), prepared in accordance with established procedures, and carried 
out by a proponent addressing a) to d) inclusive. 


2.3 On Adjacent Lands, established Agricultural Activities are 
permitted without an EIS. 


3. BOREAL REGION 


3.1 In Provincially Significant Wetlands and Adjacent Lands, 
Development may be permitted only if it does not result in any of 
the following: 


a) loss of Wetland Functions; 

b) subsequent demand for future Development which will negative- 
ly impact on existing Wetland Functions; 

c) conflict with existing site-specific wetland management practices. 


This shall be demonstrated by an Environmental Impact Study 
(EIS), prepared in accordance with established procedures, and carried 
out by a proponent addressing a) to c) inclusive. 


3.2 On Adjacent Lands, established Agricultural Activities are 
permitted without an EIS. 


4. APPROVAL PROCESS FOR UTILITIES/FACILITIES 


4.1 New utilities/facilities shall be located outside Provincially 
Significant Wetlands wherever possible. Approval authorities shall 
consider alternative methods and measures for minimizing impacts 
on Wetland Functions when reviewing proposals to construct 
transportation, communication, sanitation and other such utili- 
ties/facilities in Provincially Significant Wetlands. 


IMPLEMENTATION: 


All planning jurisdictions, including municipalities and planning boards, 
shall have regard to this Policy Statement in their decisions affecting any 
planning matter. In this way, the Policy Statement will be implemented 
through official plans, plans of subdivision, consents, zoning by-laws, 
minor variances and other planning tools. 


Existing planning documents shall be revised to reflect this policy 
statement as evaluation information becomes available and at the time 
of scheduled reviews. Municipalities are encouraged to incorporate the 
provisions of this Policy Statement by amendment to their Official Plans 
as soon as possible. 


The Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) and the Ministry of Munici- 
pal Affairs (MMA) will jointly administer this Policy Statement, explain 
its content and give advice on its application. 
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The Ministry of Natural Resources will provide wetland evaluation in- 
formation to municipalities on a priority basis, and assistance in inter- 
preting that information as evaluation information becomes available. 


The Ministry of Natural Resources, in consultation with the Ministry of 
Municipal Affairs, will issue ‘‘Wetlands Implementation Guidelines”’ to 
assist planning jurisdictions, including municipalities and planning 
boards, in implementing this Policy Statement. The Guidelines will 
contain approaches for protecting Wetlands in official plans, zoning by- 
laws and other planning documents. Ministries and agencies having an 
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interest in Wetlands (e.g. the Ministry of Agriculture and Food and the 
Ministry of the Environment) will provide input to the planning process. 


Application by Conservation Authorities of Fill, Construction and 
Alteration of Waterway Regulations under the Conservation Authorities 
Act, will assist in the implementation of this Policy Statement, where 
Provincially Significant Wetlands are contained within such regulated 


areas.

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priateness of the designated new alignment and was fully sup- 
ported by the four municipal governments affected by the 
project. 


Adjacent sections of Highway 3 (New) from Oldcastle to Essex 
had been constructed prior to the implementation of the Act and 
the section from Essex to Ruthven was constructed under 
Exemption Order MTC-33, resulting in this one uncompleted 
section remaining to be constructed. 


The completion of this last remaining section of Highway 3 
between the City of Windsor and the Town of Leamington will 
allow the full benefit of a fully controlled access freeway to be 
realized by the people of Ontario and particularly the business, 
agricultural and commercial elements in the Windsor-Leaming- 
ton corridor. 


. The Corporations of the County of Essex, the Townships of 


Mersea and Gosfield South and the Town of Leamington have 
over the last several years made representation to the Minister 
of Transportation and requested that the Ministry of Transporta- 
tion proceed with the construction of the Leamington Diversion 
within the 1989 to 1994 time period. Each of the municipalities 
have recently passed resolutions requesting that the Ministry 
proceed with the undertaking as soon as possible. 


High traffic volumes and accident rates on the existing section 
of Highway 3 between Ruthven and Leamington will be 
substantially reduced as a result of the undertaking. 


This exemption order is subject to the following terms and conditions:

be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to section 29; and 


Having been advised by the Proponent that if the undertaking is 
subject to the application of the Act, the following injury, damage or 
interference with the persons and property indicated will occur: 


A. The Proponent will be subject to delay and expense if it is 
required to prepare an environmental assessment for the 
undertaking, 


B. The Proponent will be subject to unnecessary delay and 
expense in implementing its long-term waste management 
program, 


C. The current users of the site who are located in the Township of 
Charlottenburgh and the Village of Lancaster will be without a 
municipal solid waste disposal facility; 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking being subject to 
the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the public interest to 
order and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of 
the Act for the following reasons: 


A. The continued operation of the existing landfill is clearly an 
interim measure for which there are no other reasonable waste 
management alternatives which can be implemented within the 
necessary time frame, 


B. Alternatives have been investigated, 


C. A mandatory public hearing under Part V of the environmental 
Protection Act for approval of the continued operation and 
interim expansion will be held, thereby permitting the public 
and government agencies the opportunity to review the pro- 
posed changes to the site, 


D. Itis the intention of the Proponent that the proposed long-term 
waste management program of the United Counties of Stor- 
mont-Dundas-Glengarry be pursued in accordance with 
applicable legislation and the Proponent expects that sufficient 
elements of the program will be implemented prior to the 
conclusion of the exempt undertaking so that the Proponent will 
not have to seek further approvals for waste disposal sites. 
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This exemption order is subject to the following terms and conditions: 


1. Where any activity which otherwise would be exempt under 
this order is being carried out as or is part of an undertaking for 
which an environmental assessment has been accepted and 
approval to proceed received, the activity shall be carried out in 
accordance with any terms or conditions in the approval to 
proceed as well as the conditions of this order. 


2. Where any activity which is the subject of this order is being 
carried out as or is part of another undertaking which is the 
subject of an exemption order under the Act, the activity 
exempt under this order shall be carried out in accordance with 
any terms or conditions in the other exemption order as well as 
the conditions in this order. 


3. No waste shall be deposited at the North Landfill Site pursuant 
to this order after the earlier of: 

(i) five years after the date of the Provisional Certificate of 
Approval for the waste disposal site has been issued for 
the purpose of this order, and 
(ii) the commencement of operations of a waste disposal site 
pursuant to the United Counties of Stormont-Dundas- 
Glengarry Waste Management Master Plan, 


unless an application for an approval under the Act for an 
undertaking under the United Counties of Stormont-Dundas- 
Glengarry Waste Management Master Plan which includes a 
waste disposal site proposed for use for waste from the Town- 
ship has been submitted to the Minister under the Act, in which 
case, no waste shall be disposed of by the Proponent pursuant 
to this order more than one year after a decision is made under 
the Act to approve or not approve the undertaking.

In a letter dated December 16, 1988, Dr. Elgie, Chairman, Workers’ 
Compensation Board, requested the Industrial Disease Standards Panel 
to investigate the possibility that workplace exposure to aluminum 
results in industrial disease. 
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On June 3, 1992, the Industrial Disease Standards Panel provided the 
Workers’ Compensation Board with a second report on the health effects 
of aluminum in the workplace. The report covers the health effects of 
aluminum exposure, the measurement of aluminum in the blood and 
urine and interpretation of aluminum measurements, and the issue of 
removal from occupational exposure to aluminum.

The Panel is independent of both the Ministry of Labour and the 
Workers’ Compensation Board. At the end of each fiscal year the WCB 
reimburses the Ministry for the Panel's expenditures. 


The Panel's authority flows from section 95 of the Workers’ Compensa- 
tion Act and its functions are set out as follows:

(a) to investigate possible industrial diseases; 


(b) to make findings as to whether a probable connection exists 
between a disease and an industrial process, trade or occupation in 
Ontario; 


(c) to create, develop and revise criteria for the evaluation of claims 
respecting industrial diseases; and 


(d) to advise on eligibility rules regarding compensation for claims. 


Decisions of the Panel are made by its members who represent labour, 
management, scientific, medical and community interests. Once the 
Panel makes a finding, the WCB is required to publish the Panel’s report 
in the Ontario Gazette and solicit comments from interested parties. 
After considering the submissions the WCB Board of Directors decide 
if the Panel’s recommendations are to be implemented, amended or 
rejected.

Boeing of Canada, deHavilland Division (now known as deHavilland

dust and aluminum welding fumes. 


The Workers’ Compensation Board has no policy about aluminum 
claims. On December 16, 1988, the following questions were referred to 
the Industrial Disease Standards Panel by Dr. R. G. Elgie, then Chair of 
the Workers’ Compensation Board: 


1) Is there scientific evidence that occupational exposure to alumi- 
num constitutes a health risk to workers? 


If the answer to this question is yes, then I am asking the Panel to 
address the following questions: 
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2) Are serum aluminum levels a good indicator for predicting the 
occupational health risks? 


3) Under what conditions should a worker be removed from occupa- 
tional exposure to aluminum? 


4) What criteria should be used in the adjudication of claims arising 
from the adverse health effects? (49) 


After conducting some preliminary investigations, the Panel has decided 
to expand the scope of question 2) and ask: 


Are urine aluminum levels or other measuring methods useful as 
indicators for predicting occupational health risks? 


The Canadian Auto Workers have asked the Panel to recommend that the 
“precursor clause”’ in Section | (1) (n) (iii) of the Workers’ Compensa- 
tion Act be applied when certain blood aluminum levels are found. 


Investigations by the Panel 


The Panel has reviewed the medical literature about aluminum and its 
effects. The IDSP issued a Progress Report on October 20, 1989 which 
included a detailed literature review. (146) That Report identified the 
need for further investigations ‘‘concerning health effects among Ontario 
aircraft workers resulting from exposures to a variety of substances.”’ 
(45) 


Since then, the Panel has further reviewed the medical literature and has 
consulted several leading experts on the subject. 


The Panel has reviewed Ministry of Labour hygiene reports on plant 
conditions at McDonnell Douglas made between 1985 and 1992 and at 
Boeing—deHavilland made between 1984 and 1992. Some of the current 
Panel members have visited both plants. 


The Panel obtained an independent legal opinion on the precursor clause 
from the law firm of Cornish Roland. (20) The Panel has also considered 
a legal opinion provided by the Canadian Auto Workers. (16) 


The Panel has solicited and considered several proposals for a study of 
the health effects of aluminum in these workers and has received 
comments on those proposals from several peer reviewers. 


The Panel has routinely consulted labour and management involved in 
these issues. 


Submissions by the Parties 


The aircraft workers are represented by several locals of the Canadian 
Auto Workers. Union leaders state that there is sufficient evidence to 
establish that the workers’ occupational exposure to aluminum could 
lead to serious health effects. They are particularly concerned about 
neurological illness and cognitive deficits. They state that some of the 
members are suffering from symptoms such as dizziness, headaches, 
nausea, memory loss and irritability. They attribute these problems to 
aluminum exposure because: 


Our understanding is that it is established that aluminum exposure 
in industry can and has caused neurological damage, lung disease 
and death. There is a great deal of evidence of aluminum related 
toxicity from animal research and the effects on in-vitro tissues. 
Further, the effect of aluminum intoxication on patients undergoing 
renal dialysis establishes that aluminum does cause neurological 
damage. And finally, it has been clearly established that people with 
Alzheimers have high levels of aluminum in the brain compared to 
the average person who has very low levels. (36) 


The Panel’s preliminary investigations found that the following evidence 
might support these concerns: 


* Very high levels of aluminum in some kidney dialysis patients are the 
recognized cause of a usually fatal brain disorder known as dialysis 
encephalopathy syndrome (‘‘DES’’); 


Encephalopathy has been reproduced in animals by exposing them to 
aluminum; 


* There is considerable evidence that high levels of aluminum appear in 
the brains of victims of Alzheimer’s Disease; 


* Some, but not all, environmental studies have shown a greater 
incidence of Alzheimer’s Disease in localities which have high levels 
of aluminum in drinking water; and, 


+ A preliminary report suggests that some northern Ontario miners who 
were exposed to high levels of aluminum may have suffered some 
cognitive effects as a result of that exposure. 


Because of its concern for the workers’ health, the Union has arranged 
for the Ontario Workers’ Health Centre (‘‘OWHC’’) to conduct medical 
monitoring of the workers in both aircraft plants. Based upon research 
conducted at the University of Western Ontario, the Union and the 
OWHC contend that ‘‘normal’’ aluminum levels in healthy, non- 
occupationally exposed persons are at most 371 nanomoles (‘‘nmol’’) 
per litre of blood and 556 nmol/litre of urine. (73) 


The OWHC’s April 6, 1989 report states that, of 1029 McDonnell 
Douglas workers tested, 184 had at least one blood aluminum measure- 
ment above that normal level and when averaged by the number of tests 
per worker, 146 had blood levels above normal. The vast majority were 
under 500. However, there was one result at each of the following three 
levels: between 2601 and 2700; between 2001 and 2100; and between 
1401 and 1500 nmol/litre of blood. 


Although specific urine test results were not listed in that report, it does 
state that 459 McDonnell Douglas workers had at least one urine or 
blood level which was above the levels which they consider normal. 


While the Union acknowledges that any ‘‘dose-response’’ relationship 
is not yet known (36), it maintains that there is sufficient evidence to 
establish that these levels increase the risk of damage to health and have 
expected that action would be taken to prevent damage to the health of 
these workers. 


On this evidence, the Union is asking that workers who report blood 
aluminum levels in excess of 371 nmol/litre be removed from the 
workplace and compensated for lost time. In its view, the Workers’ 
Compensation Board has the responsibility and authority to take this 
action under the ‘‘precursor clause’’ (Section 1 (1) (n) (iii)) of the 
Workers’ Compensation Act. 


The Union has also requested a comprehensive medical and epidemio- 
logical investigation of the health effects of aluminum exposure in the 
aircraft industry. 


McDonnell Douglas made a detailed submission to the Panel (103) 
which included copies of scientific studies and several ‘‘Health and 
Safety Notes’’ published by the Company which contend that aluminum 
exposure at the plant is not a health hazard to its workers. The package 
also contained reports on blood aluminum tests indicating that, of 54 
current employees tested, only one had a blood aluminum level above 
372 nmol/litre. However, of 152 newly hired workers, 19 had blood 
aluminum levels above 372 nmol/litre on pre-employment tests. Of 58 
recalled employees, 18 had results above that level before returning to 
work. McDonnell Douglas argued that aluminum levels are commonly 
raised by diet and the use of antacids and can be reduced to normal 
levels by controlling those sources regardless of occupational exposure. 


Boeing—deHavilland has not made submissions to the Panel on the 
aluminum issue. 


Although both companies were also asked to provide their comments on 
the appropriate application of the precursor clause, neither has done so. 


The Panel’s Findings to Date 


I) Is there scientific evidence that occupational exposure to alumi- 
num constitutes a health risk to workers? 


The Panel has reviewed the medical literature on this subject and has 
consulted numerous experts in order to investigate a broad range of 
possible outcomes of aluminum exposure, including Alzheimer’s 
Disease. It has reviewed epidemiological surveys of the aircraft, 
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pyrotechnics and aluminum industries. It has also considered reports of 
clinical findings, research on animals, anecdotal evidence from workers, 
employers and doctors, and has reviewed WCB claims. 


Background 


Aluminum is a naturally occurring substance and is the most common 
metal in the earth’s crust. (65, 92) Daily exposure is unavoidable by 
ingestion through food and water and by inhalation from the atmosphere. 
Aluminum has no known nutritional benefit. (134) 


Normal daily intake in adults is estimated to be about 9 to 14 milligrams 
(120) but may be much higher depending on diet and intake of alumi- 
num-containing medication such as antacids. (84, 65, 142) Normal total 
body aluminum content is in the range of 30 to 40 milligrams. (5) 


All the medical experts consulted by the Panel have advised that it is 
important to distinguish between the amount of aluminum to which 
people are exposed and the amount of aluminum which is not eliminated 
but is absorbed by the body and accumulated in tissue. 


The skin, lungs and gastrointestinal tract “‘serve as almost complete 
barriers to aluminum absorption.”’ (5) In healthy people, the ‘‘blood- 
brain barrier’’ almost completely prevents aluminum from accumulating 
in the brain. (23) Some researchers believe that Alzheimer’s Disease 
involves a defect in the blood-brain barrier, which is discussed further 
below. 


The highest accumulation occurs in the lungs and bone. (134) Although 
the concentration of aluminum is highest in lung tissue, 50% of body 
burden occurs in bone because bone mass is so much greater than lung 
mass. (58) Accumulation in the lungs (65) and brain (134) appears to 
increase with age. (32) 


Occupational Surveys 


Mortality 
Studies of overall death rates in aluminum workers found either no 
increase (47, 60) or lower rates than expected. (106, 59) 


Cancer 

A survey of the aircraft industry found that numbers of cancer 

and nervous system diseases were lower than expected. (59) In 
addition, a 1988 review of the literature concluded that, except perhaps 
in cases of extremely high exposure, aluminum is not 

carcinogenic. (91) 


Two surveys of mortality in aluminum reduction plant workers found 
increases in cancer rates (128, 106).one of which attributed this to coal 
tar pitch volatiles. (106) 


Two epidemiological studies found evidence of increased rates of 
bladder cancer in workers in the aluminum industry. (149, 147) One of 
those researchers related the increase to polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbon 
exposure (149) and the other related it to exposure to coal tar pitch 
volatiles. (147) 


Respiratory effects 

For a few years there were reports of lung fibrosis having occurred in 
workers who produced fine aluminum powder in the pyrotechnics 
industry. (110, 83, 111, 105) The cause of those diseases is now 
attributed to the mineral oil coating which was applied to the aluminum 
particles in England between 1948 and 1955. In those cases which did 
not involve coated aluminum particles, the cause of the fibrosis has been 
attributed to the workers’ exposure to silica, rather than to their exposure 
to aluminum. (41, 112) 


However, lung fibrosis in one Belgian metal polisher was attributed to 
the worker’s heavy aluminum dust exposure. (40) 


Two surveys found increased rates of respiratory disease in aluminum 
workers. (128, 60) In one of these, coal tar pitch volatiles were consid- 
ered the cause. (60) Slight impairment in lung function has been 
observed (90), as has bronchitis, which was considered related to ozone 
exposure. (139) Wergeland and colleagues found increased rates of 
asthma (158) but some authors attribute the cause of asthma and 
bronchitis in such workers to high concentrations of mixed dusts. (112) 


Another research team found no such increase in lung illnesses. (14) 


There are reports of reduced lung function proportionate to workers’ 
exposure to mixed dusts including aluminum. (150) Nine workers in an 
abrasives plant with ‘‘prolonged heavy’’ exposure to aluminum oxide 
dust were found to have pulmonary fibrosis. The cause was determined 
to most likely be exposure to aluminum oxide, but possibly exposure to 
mixed dusts. (82) 


Neurological effects 

A 1989 search of the Swedish Occupational Cancer Registry database 
for evidence of aluminum-related or neurological illness or symptoms in 
the Swedish aircraft industry found only one report which involved 
solvent exposures. (70) 


A study of the neurologic health of its workers was conducted for Intalco 
Aluminum Corporation in the state of Washington because nine workers 
filed claims for neurological symptoms which they related to aluminum 
dust exposure. A small increase in self-reported neurological symptoms 
was found among the most highly exposed but no objective medical or 
neuropsychologic evidence of a condition which was common to all of 
them was found. Six workers displayed no objective medical findings on 
tests nor upon examinations and the remaining three had other unrelated 
health conditions which were thought to explain their symptoms. (165) 


The Panel received documentation from the University of Pittsburgh 
which indicated more than the number of expected deaths from 
neurological disorders. Of 21,800 workers studied, seven deaths from 
neurological illnesses were found. (129) The number of cases is so small 
that any analysis of these figures is unreliable. 


Alzheimer’s Disease 
Gibbs found no Alzheimer’s Disease nor lung fibrosis deaths in a 
mortality study of 5,406 Canadian aluminum smelter workers. (60) 


French found no difference in the occupations of Alzheimer’s Disease 
patients compared to controls but did find more head injuries in 
Alzheimer’s victims. (57) 


There is one report of Alzheimer’s Disease occurring in one man who 
had worked for thirty years as an aluminum refiner in Japan. The authors 
compared his brain aluminum content to that of another Alzheimer’s 
Disease victim and a victim of subacute sclero-sing panencephalitis 
(*SSP’’), neither of whom had occupational exposure to aluminum. 
They found aluminum accumulation in the aluminum refiner but not in 
either of the non-occupationally exposed victims. The authors concluded 
that aluminum does not necessarily contribute to the formation of 
Alzheimer’s lesions, but it accumulates as a secondary effect in 
Alzheimer’s victims who have had occupational exposure. (85) 


Other 

Between 1980 and 1987, the U.S. National Institute for Occupational 
Safety and Health (NIOSH) conducted health hazard evaluation surveys 
of eleven American aerospace, aircraft and aluminum-using operations. 
In one aerospace plant, aluminum welding fumes were found to be the 
cause of upper respiratory and eye irritations. In an office building, 
aluminum filings were likely responsible for neck, hand and facial rashes 
but no other health effects related to aluminum were found. Neurological 
symptoms were not a complaint so they were not investigated. (69) 


Complaints of eye and respiratory tract irritation, skin rash and 
neurobehavioural responses prompted an investigation of health 
problems in a Washington state aircraft plant. The most probable cause 
of these symptoms, including neurobehavioural and auto-immune 
responses, was exposure to phenol formaldehyde resin and resin by- 
products. (10) 


Aluminum and Encephalopathy 


Dialysis Encephopathy Syndrome (DES) in kidney patients is believed 
to be caused by extremely high aluminum exposure. 


It is known that aluminum in very large amounts can be neuro-toxic. 
‘‘Dialysis Encephalopathy Syndrome”’ (which is also called ‘‘DES”’ or 
““dialysis dementia’’) is a usually fatal condition which has occurred in 
some of the kidney dialysis patients whose blood levels rose to 7400 
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nmol/litre or above when their dialysis fluid contained large amounts of 
aluminum. (2, 24, 135, 65, 163) DES has now been largely eliminated 
because current treatment protocol requires removal of aluminum from 
dialysis fluid. (58) 


The clinical features of DES are: stuttering; unclear speech; inability to 
speak; loss of ability to express, name things or recall names; persistent 
repetition of the same verbal or motor response; loss of ability to carry 
out familiar movements; intermittent lapse of an assumed posture; lack 
of muscular co-ordination; irregularity of muscular action; difficulty with 
attention and concentration; visual disturbances; poor calculation; 
difficulty with abstraction; seizures; delusions; hallucinations; depres- 
sion; psychosis; and sometimes suicide. (151) 


These symptoms usually, but do not always, improve after aluminum is 
removed from the body by treatment with chelating drugs. (101, 163, 
152) 


Not all of the dialysis patients who receive the same high doses of 
aluminum develop DES, nor does it usually occur in adults who take 
large oral doses of aluminum-containing antacids but are not undergoing 
dialysis. (163, 152) 


There is no evidence that patients with DES will go on to develop 
Alzheimer’s Disease, possibly because they do not live long enough to 
do so. (152) Although brain aluminum content is greatly elevated in DES 
patients, they do not develop the neurofibrillary degeneration which is 
a marker of Alzheimer’s Disease. (163) 


In animal studies, there is evidence of encephalopathy being induced in 
cats whose brains were directly injected with aluminum chloride or 
lactate (21) and in rabbits after central nervous system exposure to 
aluminum. (161) 


However, the changes in the brains of humans and animals with 
aluminum-induced encephalopathy are not identical to the changes 
which occur in Alzheimer’s Disease (35, 122, 124, 29, 164) (explained 
further below). 


In 1921, Spofforth reported a single case of occupational ‘‘aluminum 
poisoning’’ which caused loss of memory, tremor, jerking movements 
and impaired co-ordination. The patient also suffered from vomiting, 
constipation and incontinence of urine. (148) 


An unusual case of encephalopathy in an aluminum powder factory 
worker was reported in 1962. (105) At autopsy, the worker’s liver 
contained 122 times the normal amount of aluminum and his lung and 
brain aluminum levels were 18 and 17 times normal respectively, but 
there were no characteristics of Alzheimer’s Disease in his brain. No oth- 
er cases of neurological signs or symptoms were found at the time in that 
workforce. In the absence of any other explanation, the authors conclud- 
ed that “‘it seems possible that the encephalopathy was due to aluminum 
intoxication.”’ 


A 1977 NIOSH occupational hazard survey estimated that there were 
about 3 million workers with occupational exposure to aluminum com- 
pounds in the United States alone (112) (comparable Canadian statistics 
are not available (11)), yet there is little evidence of encephalopathy 
occurring after occupational exposure to aluminum. 


Since a disease must have a probable connection to occupation, on the 
basis of the present evidence the Panel can only conclude that, in the 
industrial setting, aluminum does not cause a toxic enceph-alopathy 
similar to DES. 


Aluminum and Alzheimer’s Disease 


Alois Alzheimer first described this progressive brain disorder in 1907. 
It occurs in middle or late life and involves a progressive deterioration 
of memory, disorientation and eventually dementia. (104, 25, 152) Some 
regard it as a process of accelerated aging. (97) 


Since aluminum is widely believed to be the cause of DES wittis 
important to know that Alzheimer’s Disease and DES are very different 
diseases with different symptoms and courses. (24, 26, 79, 80, 29, 152, 
164) 


The features of Alzheimer’s Disease are progressive memory loss, 
disorientation and mood disturbances. (152) The main the features of 
DES are speech difficulties, loss of coordination, a characteristic tremor, 
involuntary shaking, contractions of groups of muscles, loss of memory 
and personality changes (1, 151) among others, which are described in 
detail above. 


The diagnosis of Alzheimer’s Disease is made when neurons with 
neurofibrillary tangles and numerous characteristic senile (or neuritic) 
plaques are found in the brains of these patients at autopsy. (35, 163) 
Much smaller numbers of plaques occur in normal, healthy people as 
they age. (13, 48, 152) 


Alzheimer’s plaques contain deposits of amyloid protein and 
paired-helical filaments (pairs of filaments wound around one another), 
both of which have been found to contain aluminum. (163) 


In contrast to the paired helical filaments which occur in Alzhei-mer’s 
Disease, the neurofibrillary tangles which have been induced by 
aluminum in animals have structurally normal ‘‘straight’’ filaments. 
(163, 29, 48) In addition, aluminum-exposed animals do not develop the 
senile plaques which are a feature of Alzheimer’s Disease. (163) 


There were no Alzheimer-type neurofibrillary tangles in the brains of 
patients who died of DES despite the elevated concentrations of 
aluminum in some parts of their brains. (163) 


Dr. D. R. Crapper McLachlan states that ‘‘ Aluminum induces neither the 
paired helical filament configuration found in Alzheimer-type neurofi- 
brillary tangles nor the formation of senile plaques with amyloid cores.”’ 
(31, 29) However, he and other researchers believe that aluminum plays 
some important but so far unidentified role in the disease (C2 ISO: 
48, 29, 31), while others do not. (4, 85, 163, 79, 80, 164) 


Clinical evidence suggests that aluminum may play some role in 
Alzheimer’s Disease because some researchers have found abnormally 
high levels of aluminum in the brains of these patients at autopsy. (22, 
121, 122, 123, 13, 124, 86, 48, 30, 31) Others have not found the same 
high brain aluminum content in Alzheimer’s Disease patients compared 
to controls. (85, 81, 163) 


High levels of aluminum and calcium have also been found in the brains 
of victims of Amyotrophic Lateral Sclerosis and Parkinson’s Disease but 
again, the microscopic appearance is not identical to Alzheimer’s 
Disease. (168, 122, 163) 


One recent clinical trial involving 48 subjects suggested that the 
progression of Alzheimer’s Disease had been slowed after levels 

of aluminum in the body were reduced by injection of a chelating agent. 
(30) However, as discussed below, chelation therapy also removes iron 
and alters the body’s chemical and hormonal balance. 


In the animal study of encephalopathy (mentioned above) injection of 
aluminum into the brains of rabbits produced a fatal en-cephalopathy and 
neurofibrillary degeneration similar but, again, not identical to that seen 
in Alzheimer’s Disease. The authors proposed that Alzheimer’s Disease 
involves a defect in the olfactory mucosa which allows excessive 
aluminum into the brain. (125) 


Researchers do not agree about whether aluminum is one of the factors 
which causes Alzheimer’s Disease or whether its accumulation in the 
brain is a secondary effect of the disease. Aluminum may accumulate in 
the brain because the disease causes a defect in the normally protective 
blood-brain barrier which makes the brain a willing host for aluminum 
deposition. (35, 24, 26, 4, 27, 28, 124, 85, 79, 53) 


Some studies suggest a relationship between the incidence of 
Alzheimer’s Disease and aluminum levels in local drinking water (156, 
99, 116) but other researchers consider that suggestion “‘premature’’ 
(136) and ‘‘unwise.’’ (46) Another study did not find sucha relationship. 
(159) 


While the cause of Alzheimer’s Disease remains unknown, aging, head 
injury, family history, genetic factors and thyroid disease have been 
linked. (75, 76, 77, 57, 113, 72, 7, 67, 127, 66) 
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There is increasing evidence that an altered protein, called ‘‘amyloid,”’ 
is encoded by a gene on chromosome 21 in some late-onset familial 
Alzheimer’s Disease patients. (74, 62, 137, 167, 63) As discussed above, 
amyloid is one of the components of senile plaques which, in large 
enough numbers at autopsy, are one of the diagnostic features of 
Alzheimer’s Disease. Victims of Down’s Syndrome, who have an extra 
copy of chromosome 21, produce more amyloid and develop more 
plaques than do people without the disease. Down’s Syndrome victims 
almost invariably go on to develop the pathological changes of 
Alzheimer’s Disease if they live beyond age forty. (75, 35, 162, 137, 
167) Other potential genetic causes of Alzheimer’s Disease are currently 
being researched. 


Anecdotal reports of dizziness, headaches, nausea, memory loss and 
irritability have been made by the aircraft workers. The Panel’s consul- 
tant Neurologist, Dr. J. Turnbull, advises that, other than memory loss 
which has many potential causes, the symptoms reported by these 
workers are not the symptoms of Alzheimer’s Disease nor of DES but 
are almost exactly the symptoms seen in patients with chronic solvent 
exposure. (166, 8, 151) 


Obviously, the Panel is not in a position to draw any conclusions about 
the cause(s) of the symptoms of dizziness, headaches, nausea, memory 
loss and irritability, but it must acknowledge that high levels of solvents 
in the work environment at McDonnell Douglas have been identified by 
the Ministry of Labour. For example, air test results showed that levels 
of trichloroethane were as high as 6074, 6027 and 5236 p.p.m. in 1985 
when the time-weighted average guideline was 350 p.p.m. (109) 


In summary, neither the occupational surveys (discussed above) nor the 
‘medical literature provide evidence that Alzheimer’s Disease has a 
general occupational link. 


Occupational Aluminum Exposure and Cognitive Deficits or Neurologic 
Effects 


As discussed above, very high aluminum exposure is believed to have 
caused neurological and cognitive deficits in some dialysis patients, 
resulting in problems with speech, concentration and muscle control, a 
condition which is known as DES. 


The Panel also notes that cognitive deficits were found in dialysis 
patients without extremely high blood aluminum levels and without 
overt DES (6), although it has not been established that those deficits 
were caused by aluminum. (154) 


Between 1944 and 1979, northern Ontario miners were deliberately 
exposed to high levels of an aluminum powder (353 milligrams/cubic 
metre of air), known as ‘‘McIntyre Powder’’, which contained metallic 
aluminum and aluminum oxide, in an attempt to prevent the occurrence 
of silicosis. (42) An epidemiological survey of a small sample of those 
miners suggests that they may have suffered some cognitive effects as 
aresult of that aluminum exposure. (126) This was a preliminary survey 
only and some of the methodology used has since been criticized. (153) 
However, these could be very important findings, particularly when 
considered in light of the studies discussed below. The Panel has funded 
the first phase of a more detailed study of the aluminum-exposed miners 
in an attempt to repeat those findings. 


A Yugoslavian study of 87 aluminum foundry workers found that their 
‘‘changes in psychomotor and intellectual abilities could be a conse- 
quence of the long-lasting toxic effects of aluminum.”’ (78) 


A Swedish study of 65 welders found that ‘‘Welders exposed to 
aluminum, lead or manganese for a long period had more neuro- 
psychiatric symptoms than welders not exposed to these metals.’’ The 
authors attributed these findings to metal welding fumes, but not 
specifically to aluminum. (142) 


Three cases of neurologic disorder in potroom workers occurred “‘in one 
of the largest aluminum production plants in the United States.’’ Those 
workers had been heavily exposed to particulate alumina, fluorides 
including hydrogen, calcium and lithium, hydrogen sulfide, sulfur 
oxides, polycyclic aromatic hydrocarbons, volatile emissions of coal tar 
pitch, carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, heat, noise and strong direct- 
current electrical fields. None of the three cases had evidence of other 


diseases reported to afflict workers in the aluminum production industry 
and none had the clinical features of DES, osteomalacia nor anaemia 
which have been linked to aluminum. They had some cognitive 
impairment but not the same impairment seen in DES. The authors 
attributed these effects to occupational exposure but were not able to 
specify from which substance(s). (96) 


The OWHC provided anecdotal evidence to support its argument that at 
least 10% of the 375 McDonnell Douglas workers whose blood alumi- 
num levels were higher than normal suffer from noticeable memory loss. 
(68) The Panel has not yet received the requested documentation of these 
findings. 


The Union states that some workers from both aircraft plants have filed 
aluminum-related claims through their sickness and accident insurance 
plan and that numerous claims have also been filed with the WCB. All 
those WCB claims which were based on aluminum levels without other 
symptoms or diagnoses have been denied. Several of their claims related 
to solvent exposures have been allowed by the WCB. (114, 52) 


The Panel’s Findings Regarding Occupational Aluminum Exposure 


The Panel accepts that there is some epidemiological and anecdotal 
evidence to suggest that high levels of occupational aluminum exposure 
might lead to cognitive or neurologic effects. Is that evidence sufficient 
to conclude that a probable relationship exists between aluminum expo- 
sure and disease? 


In the Panel’s opinion, the Act does not require scientifically conclusive 
evidence to establish the existence of an industrial disease. It is only 
necessary to find a probable connection between a process and/or 
exposure to a substance and the development of a disease. However, that 
probable connection can only be made when an adequate level of 
evidence exists. 


In weighing this evidence, the Panel notes that the medical and epidemi- 
ological evidence is preliminary. There is an insufficient number of 
studies to establish consistent results. The problem is that exposure to 
aluminum is usually accompanied by exposure to other potentially toxic 
substances and therefore it has not been possible so far for aluminum to 
be identified as the causal agent of any occupational disease. In addition, 
the anecdotal reports have not been supported by any documentation. 
Overall, the evidence currently available to the Panel is inadequate to 
allow the Panel to describe occupational exposure to aluminum as a 
probable factor in the development of cognitive or neurologic deficits, 
or Alzheimer’s Disease. Therefore they cannot currently be described as 
aluminum-related industrial diseases. 


However, the Panel recognizes that a lack of evidence does not mean 
that a relationship does not exist. It only means that medical science 
cannot yet answer these questions. Clearly, further research is needed in 
order to resolve the significant uncertainties about aluminum and to 
answer the important concems of workers. Further research is already 
being funded by this Panel, as discussed below. 


If evidence can be obtained which identifies a disease that has a probable 
connection to workplace exposure to aluminum, this Panel will promptly 
reconsider its opinion and these interim findings. 


Further Study of Health Effects from Aluminum Exposure 


The Panel’s Progress Report of October 20, 1989 identified the need for 
further investigations of the health effects of aluminum and other 
workplace exposures in aircraft workers. (45) Accordingly, the Panel has 
considered funding a proposal entitled ‘‘A Study of Aircraft Workers 
Exposed to Aluminum.’’ (89) 


It has heard extensive critiques of that study from the Union (15, 37, 38) 
and management (39, 100) as well as from numerous medical and 
scientific experts (17, 143, 55, 151), the Ministry of Labour (102) and 
the WCB. (51) 


After considering all of those opinions, the Panel has concluded that this 
proposal will not distinguish between the effects of aluminum and the 
effects of solvents because it cannot adequately control for solvent 
exposure. Therefore, it cannot adequately 
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answer the workers’ questions about the effects of aluminum exposure 
and other workplace exposures on their health because it cannot 
distinguish between potential causes of ill health. For these reasons, the 
Panel will not proceed with that study proposal. 


However, the Panel has already funded the first phase of a follow-up 
study of the effects of aluminum exposure on northern Ontario miners, 
who were exposed to high levels of aluminum in the form of ‘‘MclIntyre 
Powder’’ from 1944 to 1979. (126) These workers were not also exposed 
to the potentially confounding effects of solvents. 


The Panel will consider funding further phases of this study once it has 
reviewed the first-phase findings. 


2) Are serum aluminum levels a good indicator for predicting the 
occupational health risks? 
Are urine aluminum levels or other measuring methods useful as 
indicators for predicting occupational health risks? 


Background 


Much of the previous medical research on aluminum has studied 
aluminum levels in blood and urine because these are the easiest samples 
to obtain. (5) Aluminum in bone has been studied in research about 
osteomalacia, a condition marked by softening of the bones due to 
impaired mineralization. Brain aluminum levels have been studied at 
autopsy in research about Alzheimer’s Disease and other dementias. 


It is known that aluminum exposure may be reflected in increased blood 
and urine levels, at least temporarily. The only effective route of 
elimination is through urine. (134, 5) 


The Panel has noted several examples of wide variations in aluminum 
levels which occur because of differences in diet, intake of medication, 
state of health and the type of aluminum involved (32): 


¢ Wide variations in blood and urine aluminum levels occur because of 
differences in diet, intake of medication, state of health and the type 
of aluminum involved. 


Certain types of aluminum appear to penetrate the body’s protective 
barriers much more than do others. Aluminum maltol, for example, is 
a sugar-based additive in many processed foods. When fed to rabbits, 
it was found to increase urine levels by more than 200 times and to 
raise brain aluminum levels by three times (87); 


Tea leaves are grown on one of the few plants that naturally accumu- 
late aluminum. Brewed tea typically contains 2 to 6 mg/litre of alumi- 
num and ingestion markedly raises urine aluminum levels (56); 


Normal urine levels increase from 4 to 50 times when antacids are 
being taken (84); 


* Coated aspirin contains about 12-17% aluminum (71); 


* Iron deficiency and parathyroid hormone promote aluminum absorp- 
tion (145); 


Ingesting dill pickles, drinks from aluminum cans and acidic foods 
cooked in aluminum containers raises blood aluminum levels (32); 


Blood aluminum levels will increase by 2-1/2 to 5 times when a 
person takes antacids in combination with acidic foods such as orange 
juice (88, 84); 


Milk of Magnesia is 50% aluminum. One non-occupationally exposed 
patient taking Milk of Magnesia had a blood aluminum level of 1300 
nmol/litre (157); 

* Dr.J.A. Fenton, staff physician for McDonnell Douglas, has provided 
the Panel with laboratory reports which indicate that he had 55 
nmol/litre of aluminum in his blood prior to taking 15 cc of Maalox 
and this level nearly doubled (to 95 nmol) within 12 hours. (103) 


These are only a few examples which are given to illustrate the fact that 
people without occupational exposure to aluminum can have blood or 
urine levels which are considerably above ‘‘normal’’ levels. 


The Evidence about Blood Aluminum Levels 


It must be noted that some researchers maintain that blood aluminum 
cannot be measured accurately. (9) Others disagree and have cited the 


following normal levels of aluminum in the blood of non-occupationally 
exposed persons: 


level author 

average of about 241 nmol/litre Kaehny et al., 1977 
between 74 and 519 nmol/litre Leung and Henderson, 1982 
means between 78-1556 nmol/litre Savory et al., 1983 

about 371 nmol/litre Henderson, 1992 


These variations have been attributed to differences in methods of 
analyzing samples as well as differences in diet, intake of medication, 
state of health and the type of aluminum involved. (32, 73) 


Whether significant or not, researchers report that Alzheimer’s Disease 
patients have normal blood aluminum levels. (23, 24) 


Blood aluminum levels and body burden 
Blood aluminum levels are not considered to reflect body burden. (5, 
152) 


In dialysis patients, aluminum in bone has been found to correspond with 
the total body burden but blood levels did not. (160) 


Animal research leads to the same conclusion. After five months of low- 
level exposure to aluminum oxide dust, rabbits’ brains accumulated two 
and a half times the aluminum levels found in the non-exposed and lung 
levels were 158 times higher, but blood levels were only slightly raised. 
Again, these authors concluded that blood levels do not indicate body 
burden of aluminum. (131) 


Blood aluminum levels in occupational monitoring 

It is established that aluminum is cleared relatively quickly from the 
blood and excreted in urine when people have normal kidney function 
(5, 152) so blood levels are not considered useful for occupational 
monitoring. (65) 


Several researchers who have studied blood aluminum levels in 
occupationally exposed workers also concluded that blood levels are not 
reliable for occupational monitoring. (155, 138, 115, 141, 33) 


The Ontario Ministry of Labour has issued a Circular for Health and 
Safety Support Service Branch Consultants, dated July 13, 1988, which 
states: 


The normal level of aluminum in serum has been reported to be 372 
nmol/L. Work practices should be reviewed when a worker serum 
aluminum level is at or above 744 nmol/L. There is no support in 
the literature for a serum aluminum level that indicates toxicity in 
individuals with normal renal [kidney] function. (107) 


The Panel has been advised that this level was chosen arbitrarily in 
response to the workers’ complaints. (157) Obviously, this is not the 
appropriate way to choose a standard for acceptable blood aluminum 
levels. 


Dr. Donald R. Crapper McLachlan is a Toronto Neurologist who has 
conducted much of the leading research into aluminum health effects. He 
and several of his colleagues attended the Panel’s meeting on December 
11, 1991 and provided considerable information and expert advice. They 
made clear that blood aluminum levels cannot be used to predict bone, 
liver or brain aluminum levels. They also confirmed that the relationship 
between blood aluminum levels and the probability of cognitive deficit 
is unknown. This was reiterated by Neurologist Dr. J. Turnbull, who also 
provided expert advice to the Panel at that meeting. 


For those reasons, Dr. Crapper McLachlan has advised the IDSP that he 
would not make decisions about when to remove people who are not 
reporting cognitive symptoms from workplace aluminum exposure based 
upon their blood aluminum levels because blood levels are not consid- 
ered predictors of danger to health. (33) He also said: 


Perhaps the most rational approach would be to argue that an 
individual, in whom the most probable diagnosis for either cogni- 
tive or motor control deficits was most likely related to aluminum, 
should be removed from the workplace if the serum value exceeds 
10 micrograms [370 nmol] per litre. However, the long-term risk to 
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those individuals having an elevated blood aluminum level without 
neurological signs is uncertain and requires further systemic 
investigation. (34) 


In all of its research and consultations with the parties, the Panel has not 
been able to find any cases of cognitive deficits nor of other adverse 
health effects which were diagnosed as related to aluminum in the 
workers from either of these two aircraft plants. 


In summary, none of the numerous medical experts consulted by the 
Panel was able to identify a blood aluminum level which indicates 
danger from further exposure when no symptoms are being reported. 
Since aluminum is quickly cleared from the blood and either excreted in 
urine or deposited in bone or other tissue, low blood levels of aluminum 
in exposed persons can mean that aluminum is either being excreted or 
retained. Therefore low blood aluminum levels do not necessarily 
indicate low risk to health. 


The Evidence about Urine Aluminum Levels 


The following have been cited as normal levels of aluminum in the urine 
of non-occupationally exposed persons: 


level author 

median of about 148 nmol/litre Sjogren et al., 1983 
average of 155 nmol/litre Mussi et al., 1984 
average of 279 nmol/litre Hosovski et al., 1990 

less than 370 nmol/litre Leung and Henderson, 1982 
average of 491 nmol/litre Kaehny et al., 1977 


¢ 


There is nothing in the literature which suggests a ‘‘safe’’ level of 


aluminum in urine. 


Urine aluminum levels are not affected by gender, age or smoking (138) 
but, like blood levels, can be markedly affected by diet and intake of 
medication. 


Urine aluminum levels and body burden 

The Panel’s investigations found nothing in the literature to suggest that 
urine aluminum levels reflect body burden. This was confirmed by the 
medical experts who attended the Panel’s meeting on December 11, 
LOOT (G22) 


Urine aluminum levels in occupational monitoring 

While urine levels more often correlate with exposure than do blood 
levels, urine measurements are also not reliable because there are great 
variations between individuals. (141) Variations may also be caused by 
contamination of samples and differences in analyzing methods. (32, 73) 


Some studies suggest that urinary aluminum levels are proportionate to 
the amount of aluminum exposure (138, 115, 141, 78), but another study 
found no significant increase in urine levels after low levels of exposure, 
indicating that aluminum had accumulated in the body rather than having 
been excreted. (130) 


No proportionate increase in urinary aluminum levels was found in a 
study of long-term exposed workers. (95) Other studies indicate a much 
slower rate of excretion after long-term exposure (140, 50), again 
suggesting that some aluminum had been retained in the body. 


These findings were reiterated by all the doctors who were consulted by 
the Panel. Low urine levels of aluminum in exposed people might mean 
that aluminum is being retained in the body, so low urine aluminum 
levels do not necessarily indicate low risk to health. In fact, the Panel 1s 
advised that high urine levels suggest that the body’s protective mechan- 
isms are efficiently clearing aluminum. (152) 


The Panel's Finding Regarding Blood and Urine Aluminum Levels 


All of the medical experts consulted by the Panel concurred with the 
majority of the medical literature and stated that neither blood nor urine 
levels consistently reflect exposure or absorption. Without exception, the 
Panel has been advised that neither blood nor urine levels indicate the 
total body burden of aluminum. 


On this strong evidence, the Panel must find that neither blood nor urine 


levels of aluminum indicate the amount of aluminum which is being 
retained by the body, nor where it might accumulate, nor whether there 
is any danger to health from occupational exposure. The evidence shows 
that blood and urine aluminum levels are clearly inadequate measure- 
ments for indicating or predicting danger to health from aluminum. 


Since neither blood nor urine aluminum levels indicate an abnormal state 
of health, neither can be considered a ‘‘medical condition’? which may 
be a precursor to an industrial disease. 


The Evidence about Other Measuring Methods 


There are other methods which may be capable of assessing levels of 
aluminum in the body, such as bone biopsy, autopsy and the use of 
chelating drugs: 


1) So far, the most reliable tissue for assessing body burden of 
aluminum is bone. (5) Alfrey reports that bone aluminum 
levels bear no relationship to blood aluminum levels. (3) 
Malluche and Faugere speculate that avid uptake of aluminum 
by bone may protect against aluminum accumulation in the 
brain. (98) 


These are not yet conclusive findings but, in any event, surgical 
bone biopsy is far too invasive a method to propose for medical 
monitoring of apparently healthy workers in order to satisfy the 
Workers’ Compensation Board that it should remove workers from 
further aluminum exposure; 


2) Brain aluminum content can, so far, only be determined by 
surgical biopsy or at autopsy (152); 


3) Chelation therapy, which involves a series of injections of a 
drug known as “‘desferrioxamine,’’ mobilizes accumulated 
aluminum. 


Dr. Crapper McLachlan and colleagues have advised the Panel that 
more could be learned about whether and how blood aluminum 
levels correlate with aluminum exposure and body burden by 
conducting desferrioxamine challenge tests on the aircraft workers, 
then measuring their blood aluminum levels. 


However, other researchers, and the drug’s manufacturer, have 
described potentially serious side effects when several chelation 
therapy treatments are given, such as reported cases of potentially 
fatal blood infections, temporary and permanent damage to hearing 
and vision, allergic or hypersensitivity reactions, nausea, diarrhea 
and lowered blood pressure. (93, 64, 118, 119, 12, 98, 30, 152) 
Worsening of encephalopathy and of seizures has been reported 
even at low doses. (101, 94) 


In addition to removing aluminum, chelation treatments remove 
iron from all tissues and disturb the blood concentration of parathy- 
roid hormone which is necessary for normal health. (44) When used 
in cases of lead toxicity, it may even cause increased absorption of 
lead. (93) Finally, some studies suggest that some of the drug may 
accumulate in the body. (43) 


Perhaps because the ‘“‘half-life’’ of desferrioxamine is about 90 
minutes (26) (i.e., it takes about 90 minutes for half of the drug to 
be cleared from blood), it does not remain effective long enough to 
inspire confidence that blood levels after chelation indicate body 
burden. (5) Moreover, it is not known whether body burden reflects 
danger to health. (5, 152) 


_Under these circumstances, the Panel is not prepared to recommend 


conducting experiments on apparently healthy workers who are not 
reporting symptoms when doing so could cause them illness and which 
will not provide reliable answers about their health in any event. 


In summary, there is currently no acceptable tool which is capable of 
reliably determining whether, how much or where aluminum may be 
accumulating in the body. However, the Panel is anxious to find a 
responsible way to protect workers from risk without unnecessarily 
alarming workers who are not at risk and so it is investigating current 
research into other methods of assessing body burden of aluminum. 
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The Panel is encouraged to learn about research into a new testing 
method, known as “‘neutron activation analysis’’, which has already 
been shown to reliably indicate body burden of lead and cadmium. (18) 
Dr. David Chettle and colleagues at McMaster University are currently 
working on refining that technique to make it safer and more sensitive, 
and on ways to apply it to aluminum and to mercury. (18, 19) The Panel 
is cautioned, however, that body burden does not necessarily predict any 
potential risk of cognitive effects. (154) 


While that measurement tool is being developed, the Panel asks that the 
Union and the employers help it find the needed answers by continuing 
to collect and provide evidence of any symptoms and/or disability which 
might be related to occupational aluminum exposure, or to any other 
exposures which occur in the aircraft industry. The Panel undertakes to 
continue investigating the issue and this important new technique and 
will make further findings known to the parties as soon as more 
information becomes available. 


3) Under what conditions should a worker be removed from occupa- 
tional exposure to aluminum? 


Section | (1) (n) (iii) of the Workers’ Compensation Act states that an 
‘industrial disease”’ includes: 


a medical condition that in the opinion of the Board requires a 
worker to be removed either temporarily or permanently from 
exposure to a substance because the condition may be a precursor 
to an industrial disease. 


The purpose of the Act is to provide for payment after a worker becomes 
ill. The Act does not have a general safety mandate. The precursor clause 
is one of the few legislative provisions that allows the WCB to be 
proactive and protective in terms of the worker’s health and safety. 


The Panel's Finding regarding the ‘‘precursor clause’ 


In the Panel’s reading of this provision, it is not necessary that there be 
a disabling feature to the ‘‘medical condition.’’ If disability were 
necessary, it would mean that an industrial disease had 

already been established and the preventative feature of the legislation 
would be lost. It is of. interest to note that Workers’ Compensation 
Appeals Tribunal decision #157/91 confirms the need to identify a 
medical condition and also concluded that it was not necessary for 
disabling consequences to flow from the medical condition. 


However, it is necessary that the medical condition be a condition which 
‘“‘may be a precursor to an industrial disease.’’ In the Panel’s view, 
regardless of whether or not blood and urine levels are ‘‘medical 
conditions’’, they do not constitute precursors to any known aluminum- 
related industrial disease. Nor are there any other acceptable methods for 
diagnosing potential precursors to aluminum-related industrial disease. 
Hence, the Panel is unable to identify conditions under which workers 
should be removed from occupational exposure to aluminum. 


Summary of the Panel’s Findings 


I) The evidence currently available is inadequate to allow the Panel 
to conclude that occupational aluminum exposure causes 
neurological health effects. 


2) Neither blood nor urine aluminum levels are good indicators for 
predicting occupational health risks, nor for estimating body 
burden of aluminum. The other measuring methods which are 
currently available are too invasive to be considered for occupa- 
tional monitoring. There is currently no evidence that body 
burden of aluminum reflects danger to health. 


3) The available evidence is inadequate to allow the Panel to identify 
conditions under which a worker should be removed from occupa- 
tional exposure to aluminum. 


4) Since the available evidence is inadequate to identify adverse 
health effects from occupational aluminum exposure, the Panel 
is not able to recommend criteria for the adjudication of claims at 
this time. 


Summary of the Panel’s Recommendations 


Since some preliminary studies suggest that aluminum could cause some 
health effects, further research is recommended. 


The Panel recommends that a study of health effects in aircraft workers 
be conducted, subject to the parties’ agreement to participate and the 
availability of sufficient funding. 


Further Panel Activity 


The Panel has funded the first phase of a follow-up study of cognitive 
effects in northern Ontario miners exposed to aluminum and will 
consider funding further phases of this study once the initial findings 
have been reviewed by the Panel. 


For the reasons outlined above, the Panel will not proceed with the 
proposed study entitled ‘‘Proposal: A Study of Aircraft Workers Ex- 
posed to Aluminum.”’ 


The Panel will continue to monitor research into the application of 
neutron activation analysis to aluminum. 


The Panel undertakes to continue to monitor all research about potential 
health effects of aluminum. 


The Panel again requests that the Union and management continue to 
provide any and all evidence of health effects in aircraft workers which 
becomes available to them. Once further scientific or medical evidence 
is available, the Panel will promptly reconsider these findings.

Commission on Election Finances 
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RECEIPTS FOR CONTRIBUTIONS 





GENERAL 


The Province of Ontario allows individuals tax credits from Ontario income tax 
for contributions made to registered political parties, registered constituency 
associations and registered candidates. Corporations carrying on business 
in the Province of Ontario are permitted to make a deduction from their 
Ontario income for their contributions within the limits permitted by the 
Ontario Income Tax Act. 


Contributions to a registered leadership contestant made by individuals are 
not eligible for the tax credit and contributions made by a corporation are not 
deductible from Ontario income in computing Ontario taxable income. 


Both individuals and corporations must attach an official receipt to their tax 
returns in order to claim the benefits. Official receipt forms will be supplied 
by the Commission to CFOs. This Guideline outlines the responsibility of and 
procedures to be followed by CFOs with respect to official receipts. Receipts 
must be issued for all contributions accepted in cash or by cheque, money 
order or credit card. Contributions of goods and services, other than the 
provision of voluntary unpaid labour, must also be acknowledged by an official 
receipt except where their value is $100 or less and the contributor indicates 
that the value is not to be considered a contribution. Cash contributions are 
limited to $25. 


Act references 22(2) and 26 


SECURITY 


Official receipt forms are valuable documents. These receipt forms should be 
stored in a secure place and proper records maintained by the CFO. The 
Commission strongly recommends that only CFOs on record with the 
Commission hold a supply of the forms. Only CFOs sign the form since it is 
their responsibility to ensure that all contributions allowed under the Act are 
acknowledged by the issuance of official receipts. 


DISTRIBUTION 


Following registration notification being received by the Commission, each 
CFO will: 


(a) receive from the previous CFO the unused supply of receipt forms 
issued by the Commission to that person, and 


(b) receive a supply of receipt forms from the Commission where there has 
not been a previously registered CFO and when the Commission is 
notified that a new supply is required. 
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PROCEDURE 
.05 There are two types of receipt forms to be used by political parties and 


-06 


constituency associations or candidates as the case may be. The forms are the 
same except that the candidate form has the prefix C in front of the serial 
number of each receipt and the word CANDIDATE in red at the foot of the 
form. 


If the same CFO is appointed for both a candidate and a constituency 
association at the time of an election, the CFO must ensure the proper receipt 
form is used to acknowledge each contribution. 


The official receipt is a three-part form. Copy 1 is for the contributor. Copy 
2 is for the Commission and Ministry of Revenue. Copy 3 is to be retained by 
the CFO. 


The CFO should fill in the official receipt form by indicating: 


= the date of acceptance of the contribution. Normally this is the date the 
contribution was deposited. Contributions made bya credit card having 
the name of the individual contributor imprinted or embossed thereon 
are to be considered as accepted on the date the credit card voucher is 
deposited or submitted by the CFO to the credit card issuer for 
payment. 


- the date of issue of the receipt, 
- the name and address of the contributor, 
- whether the contributor is an individual, corporation or trade union, 


- the amount of the contribution. A dollar sign "$" should appear 
immediately to the left of the first digit in the amount received box. 


- whether the contribution is in the form of (a) cash, cheque, money 
order, credit card, or (b) goods, services or advertising, 


- the name of the party, constituency association, or candidate's 
campaign. 


The CFO shall manually sign every receipt. 


The CFO preparing to issue a receipt for a contribution received in the form 
of a cheque: 


(a) should ensure that the cheque is honoured on presentation to the bank 
as any receipts issued for cheques which might be returned for lack of 
sufficient funds will have to be recovered for cancellation. 


(b) from an unincorporated organization or partnership as specified in 
Guideline G37 must first determine the names of the persons in the 
organization who shared in the contribution and the amount each 
contributed. The receipts must be issued to each person so named and 
not to the unincorporated organization or partnership. 
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(c) from an individual must ensure the contributor meets the requirement 
of being a resident in the Province of Ontario. Where the contribution 
is received from a business concern determined to be a sole 
proprietorship, the name of the owner must be determined and the 
receipt issued in the owner's name, not in the name of the business. 


(d) from a corporation must ensure that it meets the requirement of 
carrying on business in the Province of Ontario as specified in 
Guideline G21. 


(e) from a corporation, individual or trade union must ensure the receipt 
is made out in the contributor's name as it appears legibly printed on 
the contributor's cheque regardless of any other direction received 
with the cheque. 


Ga) from a trade union, including central, regional or district labour 
councils in the Province of Ontario, must ensure the union has 
bargaining rights in the Province of Ontario for its members. 


.10 Contributions received in an envelope postmarked prior to the end of the 
applicable reporting period, or received on the last day of the reporting 
period, which cannot be deposited because the financial institution where the 
account is held is closed, must be recorded in the accounting records as an 
outstanding bank deposit on the last day of the reporting period and receipts 
issued as of that date. Each outstanding deposit should be deposited on the 
next available banking day. 


.11 CFOs of parties, constituency associations and candidates when filing 
financial statement(s) must forward to the Commission: 


(a) the second copy of all receipts for contributions accepted in the 
reporting period ensuring that the total agrees with the contributions 
reported in the financial statement(s). If the figures are not in 
agreement, and the source of the contribution is unknown, section 18 
requires the payment of the anonymous contribution to the Commission. 


(b) the original and second copy of all cancelled receipts relative to the 
period reported in the financial statement(s). 


(c) an accounting of all receipts. Therefore, a reconciliation of all unused 
receipts at the commencement of the particular period, used receipts 
and those remaining on hand is to be filed with the Commission. The 
Commission must be informed of any situations where official receipts 
have been issued for contributions received by cheque, but the cheque 
has been returned N.S.F. and the contributor has not provided a 
replacement cheque which has been honoured by the bank. 


.12 The unused supply of candidate official receipt forms must be returned to the 
Commission not later than the filing date of the candidate's campaign period 
financial statement. 
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.13 Where the return of a contribution is necessary and: 


(a) the contributor fails to return the applicable receipt for cancellation, 
the contribution is to be paid to the Commission. 


(b) the contributor returns the applicable receipt, the contributor's copy 
and the Commission's copy should be marked cancelled and both copies 
should be filed with the Commission with the audited financial 
statement(s). 

Act reference 18 


.14 When it is necessary to issue a replacement receipt, write the word 
"Replacing" and indicate the serial number of the original receipt on the 
replacement receipt issued. All details on the replacement receipt should be 
the same as those shown on the original receipt, i.e. date received, etc. In 
lieu of issuing another receipt, the CFO may provide the contributor with a 
photostatic copy of the CFO's copy of the original receipt issued, but the 
photostatic copy must have written on it the words "Certified True Copy" and 
bear a new signature of the CFO. 


TAX CREDIT ON CONTRIBUTIONS TO POLITICAL PARTIES, 
CONSTITUENCY ASSOCIATIONS AND CANDIDATES 


.15 The allowable tax credits from Ontario income tax for an individual taxpayer 
are: 


75% of the first $200 of total contributions, and 
50% of the next $600 of total contributions, and 
33 1/3% of total contributions exceeding $800 up to $1,700. 


The maximum credit allowable is $750. 


Contributions to leadership candidates are not eligible for a tax credit. 


-16 An individual's Ontario income tax payable must be reduced by the total of the 
property tax credit, sales tax credit and pensioner tax credit before the 
political contribution tax credit may be claimed. If no provincial income tax 
is payable after claiming property, sales and pensioner credits, then the 
political contribution tax credit may not be claimed. In other words, there 
must be provincial income tax payable in order to be able to claim the political 
contribution tax credit and the credit claimed cannot exceed the amount of the 
Ontario tax payable. 


nals Corporations may deduct up to $7,000 from their Ontario income. 
Contributions in excess of $7,000 may be carried forward for deduction in 
future taxable years. 


.18 A political contribution tax credit may be claimed by either the contributor or 
the contributor's spouse. That is, official receipts for political contributions 
are transferable between spouses. However, a single contribution for which 
one official receipt is issued cannot be divided between spouses. It must be 
claimed entirely by one spouse or the other. 
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ACCEPTANCE OF CONTRIBUTIONS 


If a cheque for a contribution is drawn on a joint personal bank account, the 
receipt should be issued only to the person who signed the cheque. Where two 
people have signed a cheque drawn on a joint personal bank account, the CFO 
should determine who made the contribution and prepare the receipt(s) 
accordingly. 


The use of post-dated cheques is not prohibited because they are not 
negotiable before their effective date. Cheques, whether or not they are post- 
dated, are not considered as accepted contributions until deposited. A 
contribution by post-dated cheque must still comply with the contribution 
limits. 

Act references 17(2), 17(3) and 19(1) 


It is the Commission's policy that contributions solicited for a specific purpose 
not within the general purposes of the Act do not qualify for an official tax 
credit receipt. 

Act references 1(1) and 17 


Contributions may not be accepted which have conditions or restrictions 
attached. The only exceptions are funds given toa registered political party 
or constituency association covering fees for meetings, seminars, workshops 
or conferences, including leadership contests, provided that such events are 
sponsored by the political party or constituency association and are held in 
Ontario. Attendance at such events is considered to be part of the Ontario 
political process and, therefore, such contributions are accepted for the 
purposes set forth in the Act. Where the registration fee includes hotel, meal 
and travel costs, the entire amount of the fee will be considered to be a 
contribution. However, a contributor may not designate (other than as 
provided for agency contributions in Guideline G19) that funds equivalent to 
the contribution ultimately be transferred to the political party, to another 
constituency association or to a candidate as the case may be. 


Under no circumstances may a party accept intended agency contributions as 
if they were for the benefit of the party itself. The contributions which are 
accepted on behalf of a particular constituency association or candidate's 
campaign as provided for in Guideline G19, must be receipted in the name of 
the particular constituency association or candidate's campaign as specified 
in writing by the contributor and remitted to the ultimate designated 
beneficiary. 


Under no circumstances may a constituency association or candidate's 
campaign accept contributions on behalf of or intended for another 
constituency association or for the party. 
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RECEPISSES DE CONTRIBUTIONS 


GENERALITES 


-01 La province de l'Ontario accorde aux particuliers des crédits d'impédt 
relativement a l'impdét sur le revenu de l'Ontario pour des contributions 
versées 4 des partis politiques, associations de circonscription et candidats 
inscrits.

Les contributions versées par un particulier a un candidat a la direction d'un 
parti ne sont pas admissibles a un crédit d'impdt et les contributions versées 
par une personne morale ne sont pas déductibles de son revenu aux fins de 
l'impé6t sur le revenu de l'Ontario. 


-02 Les particuliers et les personnes morales doivent annexer un récépissé officiel 
a leur déclaration d'impét pour avoir droit aux avantages fiscaux. La 
Commission fournit les formules de récépissé officiel aux DF. La présente 
Ligne directrice énonce les obligations du DF et les procédures qu'il doit 
suivre en matiére de récépissés officiels. I] faut délivrer des récépissés pour 
toutes les contributions acceptées en espéces, par chéque, par mandat ou par 
carte de crédit. Il faut également accuser réception des biens et services 
autres que la prestation d'un travail bénévole non rémunéré par un récépissé 
officiel, sauf si leur valeur ne dépasse pas 100 $ et que le donateur précise 
que cette valeur ne doit pas étre considérée comme une contribution. Les 
contributions en espéces ne peuvent dépasser 25 $.

SECURITE 


.03 Les formules de récépissé officiel sont des documents précieux. Aussi 
doivent-elles étre conservées en lieu sir et le DF doit-il tenir les registres 
pertinents. La Commission recommande que seul le DF dont le nom figure aux 
dossiers de la Commission détienne une provision de formules. Seul le DF 
signe les récépissés étant donné qu'il lui incombe de faire en sorte que la 
délivrance d'un récépissé officiel accuse réception des contributions admises 
aux termes de la loi. 


DISTRIBUTION 
-04 Une fois qu'il a regu de la Commission la notification de son inscription, le 

DF: 

a) recoit de son prédécesseur le stock non utilisé de récépissés que la 
Commission a remis 4 celui-ci; 

b) recoit de la Commission un stock de récépissés s'il n'y a pas eu 
auparavant de DF inscrit et lorsque la Commission est informée qu'une 
nouvelle provision de formules est nécessaire.

CREDIT D'IMPOT POUR DES CONTRIBUTIONS AUX PARTIS POLITIQUES, 
ASSOCIATIONS DE CIRCONSCRIPTION ET CANDIDATS 


Les crédits d'impét admissibles au titre de l'impét sur le revenu de l'Ontario 
pour un contribuable qui est un particulier sont les suivants : 


75 pour 100 de la premiére tranche de 200 $ du total des contributions; 
50 pour 100 de la tranche suivante de 600 $ du total des contributions; 
33 1/3 pour 100 du total des contributions dépassant 800 $ jusqu'a 1 700 $. 


Le crédit maximal admissible est de 750 $.

Iln'est pas interdit d'utiliser des chéques postdatés étant donné qu'ils ne sont 
pas négociables avant leur date d'effet. Les cheques, postdatés ou non, ne 
sont considérés comme des contributions acceptées que lorsqu'ils sont 
déposés.

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LIMIT ON CAMPAIGN EXPENSES 


.01 The Act defines campaign expenses as meaning any expense incurred in 
relation to an election by or on behalf of a political party, constituency 
association or candidate registered under the Act during the period 
commencing with the issue of a writ for an election and terminating on polling 
day, other than:

(i) employment costs associated with permanent full or part-time 
staff employed by the party or constituency association, 


(ii) on going office expenses which would have been incurred even 
if there had not been an election campaign, 


(iii) occupancy costs provided, however, that any extra rental for 
campaign headquarters, equipment or furniture is recorded as a 
campaign expense for the period from writ to polling day, and 


(iv) certain pre-writ media production costs as referred to in 
Guideline G25.03, 


transfers authorized under section 28, 

fees paid in respect to maintaining a credit card facility, 
expenses relating to a recount in respect of the election, 
child care expenses of a candidate, 


payments made to the candidate in lieu of salary lost during an unpaid 
leave of absence from the candidate's employer, and 


the rent associated with maintaining a temporary residence in the 
electoral district when the candidate does not maintain a residence 
therein, 
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but campaign expenses are deemed to include the value of any goods held in 
inventory or any fees or expenses for services for any candidate or political 
party, and any contribution of goods and services to the political party, 
constituency association or candidate registered under the Act, for use in 
whole or in part during the period commencing with the issue of the writ for 
an election and terminating on polling day. 


Act reference 1(1) 


-Ola In addition to the exempt campaign expenses listed in paragraph .01 above, 
the Commission has ruled that expenses which are directly related to a 
candidate's physical disability (as defined in the Ontario Human Rights Code) 
also do not constitute campaign expenses. The Human Rights Code defines 
physical disability as follows: 


“any degree of physical disability, infirmity, malformation or disfigurement 
that is caused by bodily injury, birth defect or illness, and without limiting 
the generality of the foregoing including diabetes mellitus, epilepsy, any 
degree of paralysis, amputation, lack of physical coordination, blindness or 
visual impediment, deafness or hearing impediment, muteness or speech 
impediment, or physical reliance on a dog guide or on a wheel chair or other 
remedial appliance or device". 


Thus reasonable expenses over and above those expenses that would have 
been incurred by those candidates not having any physical disability will be 
exempt as a campaign expense. For example, a candidate confined to a wheel 
chair may need special transportation services. A non-physically 
disadvantaged candidate would have the cost of a car. However, the 
physically disadvantaged candidate confined to a wheel chair may need a 
specially equipped mode of transportation. The additional cost of the specially 
equipped mode of transportation will be exempt as a campaign expense. Other 
special services such as, a TDD/TTY telephone, the services of a "sign" 
interpreter or a wheel chair for a candidate with a physical disability will also 
be exempted as a campaign expense.

All exempt campaign expenses shall be recorded and reported. 


.02 Advertisements paid for by any person, corporation or trade-union which 
promote or oppose a political party or candidate and costing either individually 
or in aggregate in excess of $100 are considered a contribution to the party 
or candidate with whose knowledge and consent the political advertising was 
done and, if done during the relevant period, a campaign expense. 


Act reference 23(1) 


-03 Every payment of a campaign expense shall be made by the CFO of the 
registered party, constituency association or candidate that incurred the 
campaign expense. Except where the campaign expense is less than $25, such 
campaign expense shall be vouched for by a statement setting forth the 
particulars and proof of payment.

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Any monies used for a political campaign by a registered candidate out of the 
candidate's own funds shall be considered to be a contribution for the 
purposes of this Act. Every registered candidate shall submit to the 
candidate's CFO a statement in writing setting forth all campaign expenses 
paid or to be paid out of the candidate's own funds, together with all receipts 
and claims therefor within three months after polling day.

Where goods or services have been provided, whether or not considered to be 
a contribution for the purposes of the Act, an expense in the equivalent value 
is considered to have been incurred except advertising valued at $100 or less 
arranged by a person, corporation or trade union with the knowledge and 
consent of the political party, constituency association or candidate.

With the exception of goods held in inventory for any candidate for use during 
a campaign period, funds, goods or services transferred between a political 
party, a constituency association and the campaign account of a registered 
candidate are not considered either a contribution or campaign expense.

No constituency association shall incur campaign expenses greater in total 
than the amount previously approved in writing by the CFO of the candidate 
endorsed by that constituency association.

Where total campaign expenses exceed the limitation provided in the Act, the 
campaign expense subsidy to which a political party may be entitled will be 
reduced by $1 for every $1 the campaign expenses exceed the maximum 
allowed.

A similar penalty is provided in relation to the expense subsidy to which a 
candidate may be entitled.

An elected member of the Assembly may incur an even greater penalty. 
Should the campaign expenses of the member exceed the maximum amount 
allowed and the Assembly find no mitigating reason for non-compliance, the 
member shall forthwith vacate the seat.

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-09 (a) The campaign expenditure of a political party shall not exceed the 


aggregate amount determined by multiplying 40 cents by: 


(i) in relation to a general election, the number of electors entitled 
to vote, as certified by the Chief Election Officer, in the 
electoral districts in which there is an official candidate of that 
party, and 


(ii) in relation to a by-election in an electoral district the number of 
electors entitled to vote, as certified by the Chief Election 
Officer, in that electoral district. 


(b) The joint campaign expenditure limit of a candidate together with that 
of the candidate's constituency association shall not exceed the amount 
that is the aggregate of: 


(i) $2 for each of the first 15,000 of the number of electors entitled 
to vote, as certified by the Chief Election Officer, in the 
candidate's electoral district and $1 for each of the number of 
such electors in excess of 15,000 but not more than 25,000, and 
25 cents for each of the number of electors in excess of 25,000, 
and 


(ii) in the case of candidates in the electoral districts of Cochrane 
North, Rainy River, Kenora, Lake Nipigon, Algoma and Nickel 
Belt the amount determined above shall be increased by $5,000.

Following polling day and immediately upon receiving the certified list of 
electors from the Chief Election Officer, the Commission will notify the CFO 
of a political party and candidate of the number of electors upon which the 
expenditure limitation is to be determined. 


For budgetary purposes, however, each CFO should obtain the list of electors 
from the local Returning Officer immediately after the enumeration. 


Within three months after polling day invoices for goods or services must be 
submitted by their suppliers to the CFO of the political party, constituency 
association, or candidate that incurred the campaign expense. Such invoices 
or accounts must be retained until authorization to destroy them is obtained 
in writing from the Commission. 


Where a CFO disputes or refuses to pay an account, such account shall be 
considered to be a disputed claim and the claimant may bring an action for 
payment. The details of disputed claims and the reason the claim is disputed 
are to be reported in the audited financial statements to be filed with the 
Commission.

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CAMPAIGN MATERIALS INVENTORY 
AND PREPAID CAMPAIGN EXPENSES

The Act defines campaign expenses to include the value of any goods held in 
inventory for any candidate or political party for use during a campaign 
period. 


Act reference 1(1) 


The Act also provides that transfers of goods held in inventory for any 
candidate for use during a campaign period will be considered to be a 
campaign expense. 


Act reference 28 


What constitutes inventory of campaign materials and prepaid campaign 
expenses may cause some concern. The Commission considers that inventory 
will normally consist of such things as lawn stakes, sign supports, usable 
literature, signs and other campaign materials. 


Prepaid campaign expenses will consist of such things as the cost of 
consulting services, production costs of advertising for use during the 
campaign and deposits for campaign offices and equipment. These will not 
include pre-writ media production expenses incurred in connection with the 
ongoing activities of the political party or constituency association, but will 
include: 


(a) product which is created thereby and used in the election, and 


(b) expenses incurred with the predominant purpose of creating product 
for use in the election. 


Information is available from the statement of expenses, i.e. an analysis of the 
nature of the expense, to determine what is properly inventory and prepaid 
expense. At the end of the reporting period this amount should not be left in 
the expense total but should be deducted and shown as an asset adjustment. 
In a campaign period it is important to display the value of such inventory and 
prepaid campaign expense as part of the total campaign expenditure. The 
overall campaign expenses are affected by the inventory adjustment. 


Prior to the issue of a writ for an election, all expenses relating to a potential 
campaign should be accumulated and transferred to an inventory account. 
Once there has been a writ for an election, the value of all expenses and 
materials in the inventory account should be transferred to the campaign 
period accounts, toa candidate's accounts or, in the case of the party, to its 
campaign period accounts or as transfers to constituency associations' or 
candidates' campaign accounts. 


Market price will normally be used as the basis for determining the value of 
inventory transferred into the campaign accounts. Market price can be 
determined in several ways, the more prevalent methods being: 


(a) recent invoices or quoted price 
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(b) the lower of replacement or reproduction cost, or 
(c) the price of recent comparable sales. 


In the case of acquisitions made within one year of the writ, the invoice price 
should be used. In valuing campaign materials available for the candidate's 
use which were left from a previous campaign, replacement or quoted price 
should be used. All reusable materials from a previous campaign should be 
included. This price will vary across the province and is dependent upon 
local supply, competition and the constituency association's ability to produce 
its own signs or secure salvage material, for example, to construct signs. In 
all instances, proper documentation should be prepared to substantiate any 
opening inventory value. 


.05 If at the end of a reporting period a writ for an election has not been issued, 
the value of inventory of campaign materials and prepaid campaign expenses 
should be shown as an asset on the statement of assets and liabilities. 


-06 The inventory of reusable campaign materials remaining on hand at the end of 
a campaign should be transferred from the campaign period accounts back to 
the regular accounts of the constituency association or party, as the case may 
be. .The value of such materials shall not be deducted from the total of 
opening inventory value plus additional purchases to provide a cost of 
materials consumed. This cost will be reported as a campaign expense. It is 
important that the CFOs of all the organizations involved make corresponding 
entries in their respective accounts. 


The candidate's CFO should determine carefully not only the quantity of 
reusable campaign materials but the value to attach to each item. A detailed 
list should be made of all reusable campaign materials on hand at the end of 
the campaign and the valuation thereof. Guideline G25.04 provides guidance 
on valuation. Reusable materials on hand at the end of the campaign should 
be valued as follows: 


(a) if on hand at the start of the campaign, value at the same value used at 
the start of the campaign, and 


(b) if acquired during the campaign, value at invoice price. 


All reusable campai materials remaining on hand at the end of a campai 
eriod must be valued and reported but cannot be deducted from campai 


expenses subject to limitation. Exclusion of items from ending inventory does 
not preclude their inclusion at the start of any subsequent campaign. 


-07 Transfers of inventory between the candidate's campaign account and the 
constituency association can be handled most easily by allowing the 
constituency association to handle all inventory related expense items. As 
campaign expenses are incurred by the association prior to the writ of 
election, they should be accumulated in an inventory account. As of the date 
of the writ of election, the accumulated amount in the inventory account 
should be transferred to the campaign expenses account at fair market value. 
At the end of the campaign, any value of reusable campaign materials should 
be transferred back to the constituency association at the same value. To 
avoid the possibility of over-expenditure of campaign expenses the 
candidate's CFO, if not the same as the constituency association's CFO, should 
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be consulted and should approve all expenditures and transfers related to 
inventory. 


In the case of a candidate transfers of inventory between the constituency 
association and the candidate's campaign account can also be handled by 
transferring both campaign expenses prepaid prior to the writ of election and 
the value of inventory using the account "transfers received from 
constituency association". In the case of a constituency association campaign 
expenses and current purchases of campaign materials can be handled by 
using the account "transfers paid out to the candidate's campaign". This 
method will involve some extra bookkeeping. In order to keep track of the 
total campaign expenses, the related transfer entries in the accounts and in 
the preparation of the required forms to be filed with the Commission, close 
communication between the candidate's and constituency association's CFOs 
will be essential. 


Transfers of inventory from the party and back again involving the 
constituency association's or the candidate's campaign account should be 
monitored closely by all the CFOs involved. Failure to do so could result in 
over-expenditure of campaign expenses or in a failure to report all transfers 
on the required reporting forms. The accounting method followed can be 
either of those outlined in Guidelines G25.07 and G25.08. 


Every audited annual financial statement of each registered party and 
constituency association must be accompanied by a detailed list of reusable 
campaign materials inventory, prepaid campaign expenses and current 
purchases of campaign materials in support of the total value of such items 
shown in the statement of assets and liabilities. The prescribed schedule form 
for the listing is included with each financial statement form required to be 
filed. 


Every campaign period financial statement of each registered party, 
constituency association and candidate must be accompanied by a detailed list 
of opening reusable campaign materials, prepaid campaign expenses and 
current purchases of campaign materials in support of the total of the value 
of such items transferred into the party, constituency association or 
candidate's campaign accounts. In addition, a separate list of reusable 
campaign materials inventory at the close of the campaign is to be provided. 
The prescribed schedule form for the listing is included with each financial 
statement form required to be filed.

Les dépenses liées a la campagne électorale payées d'avance sont, entre 
autres, le coft de services de consultation, les coits de production de la 
publicité a utiliser au cours de la campagne électorale et les dépéts versés 
relativement a des bureaux et du matériel en vue de la campagne électorale. 
Elles ne comprennent pas les frais de production de moyens de diffusion 
engagés avant l'émission du décret de convocation des électeurs, dans le cadre 
des activités courantes du parti politique ou de l'association de 
circonscription, mais elles comprennent : 


a) le produit qui en sort et est utilisé dans la campagne électorale; 


b) les dépenses engagées dans le but prédominant de créer un produit a 
utiliser dans la campagne électorale. 


L'état des dépenses, qui est une analyse de la nature des dépenses, renferme 
des renseignements permettant de déterminer ce qui est 4 proprement parler 
un stock et une dépense payée d'avance. A la fin de la période de déclaration, 
ce montant ne doit pas rester dans le total des dépenses mais doit étre déduit 
et indiqué comme redressement de l'actif. Dans une période de campagne 
électorale, il est important d'affecter la valeur de ce stock et des dépenses 
liées a la campagne électorale payées d'avance comme partie du total des 
dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale. Le redressement du stock influe sur 
les dépenses globales liées 4 la campagne électorale. 


-04 Avant l'émission du décret de convocation des électeurs, toutes les dépenses 
en rapport avec la campagne électorale éventuelle doivent étre accumulées et 
transférées 4 un compte de stock. Dés l'émission du décret de convocation des 
électeurs, la valeur de toutes les dépenses et du matériel consignés dans le 
compte de stock doit étre transférée dans les comptes de la période de 
campagne électorale, dans les comptes du candidat ou, s'il s'agit du parti, 
dans ses comptes de la période de campagne électorale ou a titre de transferts 
dans les comptes de la campagne électorale des associations de circonscription 
ou des candidats. 


On recourra ordinairement au prix du marché comme base du calcul de la 
valeur du stock transféré dans les comptes de la campagne électorale. On 
peut déterminer le prix du marché de plusieurs facons, les principales étant : 


a) des factures récentes ou le prix fixé; 
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Dans le cas d'acquisitions réalisées dans l'année du décret de convocation, 
utiliser le prix de la facture. Dans l'évaluation d'un matériel de campagne 
électorale destiné 4 l'usage du candidat, qui provient d'une campagne 
électorale antérieure, utiliser le prix de remplacement ou le prix du devis. 
Déclarer tout le matériel provenant d'une campagne électorale antérieure. Ce 
prix varie selon les endroits de la province et dépend de l'approvisionnement 
local, de la concurrence et de l'aptitude de l'association de circonscription a 
produire ses propres enseignes ou 4 se procurer du matériel de récupération 
pour construire des enseignes. Dans tous les cas, il y a lieu de réunir la 
documentation pertinente 4 l'appui de la valeur d'ouverture du stock. 


Si, a la fin d'une période de déclaration, un décret de convocation des 
électeurs n'a pas été émis, la valeur du stock de matériel de campagne 
électorale et des dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale payées d'avance doit 
étre indiquée comme élément d'actif dans l'état de l'actif et du passif. 


Le stock de matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable en main a la fin de la 
campagne électorale, doit étre transféré des comptes de la période de 
campagne électorale aux comptes ordinaires de l'association de circonscription 
ou du parti selon le cas. La valeur de ce matériel ne doit pas étre déduite de 
la valeur totale du stock a l'ouverture, et des achats ultérieurs pour fournir 
le coat du matériel consommé. Ce cofit sera déclaré comme une dépense liée a 
la campagne électorale. Il est important que les DF de toutes les organisations 
concernées procédent aux inscriptions correspondantes dans leurs comptes 
respectifs. 


Le directeur des finances du candidat doit déterminer avec soin non seulement 
la quantité du matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable, mais aussi la valeur 
a assigner 4 chaque article. Il ya lieu de dresser une liste détaillée de tout 
le matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable en main a la fin de la campagne 
électorale avec son évaluation. La Ligne directrice G25.04 donne une 
orientation sur cette évaluation. Evaluer comme suit le matériel réutilisable 
en main a la fin de la campagne électorale : 


a) si l'article était en main au début de la campagne électorale, l'évaluer 
a la méme valeur utilisée au début de la campagne; 


b) si l'article a été acquis durant la campagne électorale, l'évaluer au prix 
de la facture. 


Tout le matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable en main & la fin de la 
campagne électorale doit étre évalué et déclaré, mais il ne peut étre déduit des 
dépenses liées & la campagne électorale assujetties aun plafond. L'exclusion 
de certains articles du stock 4 la fin de la période n'empéche pas qu'ils soient 


inclus au début d'une campagne électorale ultérieure. 


Il est possible de faciliter considérablement les transferts de stock entre le 
compte de la campagne électorale du candidat et l'association de 
circonscription en permettant a l'association de circonscription de s'occuper 
de tous les postes de dépenses reliés au stock. A mesure que l'association 
engage des dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale avant l'émission du décret 
de convocation des électeurs, elle les accumule dans un compte de stock. A la 
date de l'émission du décret de convocation des électeurs, transférer le 
montant accumulé dans le compte de stock dans le compte de dépenses liées a 
la campagne électorale a la juste valeur marchande. A la fin de la campagne 
électorale, transférer de nouveau a l'association de circonscription, a la méme 
valeur, la valeur en matériel de campagne réutilisable. Pour éviter le risque 
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de aépassement des dépenses liées a la campagne électorale, consulter le DF 
du candidat, s'il n'est pas le méme que celui de l'association de 
circonscription, et luidemander d'approuver toutes les dépenses et transferts 
ayant trait au stock. 


-08 Dans le cas d'un candidat, on peut traiter les transferts de stock entre 
l'association de circonscription et le compte de la campagne électorale du 
candidat en transférant a la fois les dépenses liées 4 la campagne électorale 
payées d'avance avant l'émission du décret de convocation des électeurs et la 
valeur du stock 4 l'aide du compte «transferts recus de l'association de 
circonscription». Dans le cas d'une association de circonscription, on peut 
traiter les dépenses liées a la campagne électorale et les achats courants de 
matériel de campagne électorale a l'aide du compte « transferts payés au compte 
de la campagne électorale du candidat». Cette méthode exigera une certaine 
dose de tenue de livres. Pour suivre la trace du total des dépenses liées 4 la 
campagne électorale, des entrées de transfert respectives dans les comptes, 
et pour préparer les formules requises 4 déposer auprés de la Commission, il 
est essentiel qu'existent d'étroites communications entre le DF du candidat et 
celui de l'association de circonscription. 


-09 Tous les DF concernés doivent surveiller de prés les transferts de stock entre 
le parti, l'association de circonscription et le compte de la campagne électorale 
du candidat. Sinon, il pourrait en résulter un dépassement des dépenses liées 
a la campagne électorale et une lacune dans la déclaration des transferts sur 
les formules de déclaration requises. La méthode comptable choisie peut étre 
l'une ou l'autre des méthodes exposées aux Lignes directrices G25.07 et 
G25.08. 


-10 Tout état financier annuel vérifié de chaque parti politique et association de 
circonscription inscrits doit 6tre accompagné d'une liste détaillée du stock de 
matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable, des dépenses liées 4 la campagne 
électorale payées d'avance et des achats courants de matériel de campagne 
électorale a l'appui de la valeur totale desdits articles indiquée dans l'état de 
l'actif et du passif. Le tableau prescrit 4 cet effet est annexé 4 chaque 
formule. 


-11  Accompagner tout état financier de la période de campagne électorale de 
chaque parti politique, association de circonscription et candidat inscrits 
d'une liste détaillée du matériel de campagne électorale réutilisable A 
l'ouverture, des dépenses liées & la campagne électorale payées d'avance et 
des achats courants de matériel de campagne électorale & l'appui de la valeur 
totale de ces articles transférés dans les comptes de la campagne du parti, de 
l'association de circonscription ou du candidat.

FUND-RAISING ACTIVITIES 


.01. Fund-raising activities are organized activities held for the purpose of raising 
monies for a political party, constituency association, candidate or leadership 
contestant registered under the Act by whom or on whose behalf the activity 
is held. Such organized activities include social functions such as suppers, 
dances, garden parties, etc. for which an admission charge is made as well as 
auctions, button sales, car washes, etc. for which no admission charge is 
made. Fund-raising activities must be held for the purpose of making a 
profit. Seminars, workshops, annual meetings, conventions, policy 
conferences, candidate rallies and similar events are not considered to be 
fund-raising activities for the purposes of the Act. Each activity will be 
reviewed to determine whether it is organized with a view to a profit and, 
therefore, exempt from the campaign expense limitations. 


Act reference 24(1) 


.02 The gross income from each fund-raising activity must be recorded in the 
period held and reported in the appropriate financial statement(s) to be filed 
by the CFO with the Commission. It is also required that in reporting the 
gross income for each activity the income from ticket sales be shown 
separately from other income, for example refreshments sold. 


Act reference 24(2) 


.03. Where a charge is made for a fund-raising activity, a portion of the charge 
will, in certain instances, be deemed to be a contribution to the registered 
political party, constituency association, candidate or leadership contestant 
by whom or on whose behalf the activity is held. The tests are as follows: 


(a)- Where the charge is $25 or less, it may be considered entirely to cover 
expenses, entirely a contribution or any combination of contribution 
and expense allocation. 


(b) Where the charge is $25 or more, any amount up to $25 may be 
considered to cover expenses but the remainder must be considered a 
contribution. 


If the charge is considered entirely a contribution, an official receipt must be 
issued for the full amount. 


For each activity the original allocation of the charge between contribution and 
expense should be consistent. 


Should the contribution component of any charge exceed $25, the entire 
amount must be paid for by cheque, money order or credit card. 


Act reference 24(3) 
For example, books are sold to raise funds. They are purchased from the 


publisher for $10 each and are sold by the fund-raising body for $50 each. 
In this case either $50 or $40 may be considered to be a contribution.

.04 Any amount paid for goods or services offered for sale during any fund- 
raising activity in excess of their fair market values shall be considered to be 
a contribution for the purposes of the Act. To determine fair market value see 
Guideline G25.04.

For example, an auction is held to raise funds. Ms. A donates a painting 
valued at $130 which is bought by Mr. X at the auction for $350. Official tax 
credit receipts must be issued to Ms. A for $130 and to Mr. X for $220, the 
latter amount being the difference between the value of the painting and the 
price for which it was purchased by Mr. X. 


.05 Whatever the fund-raising activity, gross income and gross expenses must be 
recorded and reported in the appropriate schedules and financial statements. 


-06 In some cases, a constituency association or a candidate will act as the agent 
for a political party or another constituency association or candidate for the 
purpose of selling tickets to a fund-raising activity. In such situations, the 
agent should turn over all proceeds of the ticket sales to the CFO of the 
sponsoring party, constituency association or candidate together with a 
certified list of the ticket purchasers, their addresses and the amounts paid 
for the tickets. The CFO of the sponsoring party, constituency association 
or candidate, upon receipt of this certified list, should record the gross 
income received and, where applicable, issue receipts to each ticket purchaser 
for the contribution portion of the ticket price. 


-OT7 Inthe event that a joint fund-raising activity should be contemplated the net 
proceeds of which are to be shared by a registered candidate or constituency 
association and a federal candidate or constituency association, the following 
procedures apply: 


(a) There should be an initial agreement between the sharing bodies 
providing for the sharing of revenues and expenses on an equitable 
basis. Any question as to whether a proposed arrangement is equitable 
in the circumstances shall be reviewed with Commission staff. 


(b) A special bank account should be established solely for the purpose of 
financial transactions related to this event and the Commission must be 
notified of the establishment of the account.

(c) The CFO of the registered candidate or constituency association must: 


(1) ensure that proper accounting records are established for the 
recording of all receipts and disbursements of the activity to 
ensure fulfilment of the CFO's responsibilities.

(ii) not issue any official receipts supplied by the Commission for the 
contribution portion of any tickets sold until the total ticket 
sales are known. Only then should official receipts be issued in 
respect to the quantity of tickets accruing to the benefit of the 
provincial candidate or constituency association. The CFO must 
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further ensure that the receipt issued for the deemed 
contribution portion of each ticket sold is consistent with the 
original determination for the splitting of the per person 
admission charge as outlined in Guideline G31.03. 


(d) The federal constituency association's share of total tickets sold for 
which a contribution is deemed to have been made is a matter which 
must be arranged directly between the federal association and the 
federal party. 


(e) The audited financial statement(s) of the registered candidate or 
constituency association for the reporting period in which the event was 
held should be accompanied by a separate financial statement which 
clearly indicates the following: 


(i) the ticket quantity and related revenue accruing to the benefit 
of each organization that is to share in the proceeds, 


(ii) other revenues that are to be shared, for example refreshment 
sales, 


(iii) a listing of all expenditures which indicates the name, address 
and amount paid to each supplier receiving an amount which in 
aggregate exceeds $100, with the payments made to suppliers of 
$100 or less shown as a single figure, and 


(iv) the net profit from the event and the amount accruing to the 
benefit of each organization. In addition, the auditor of the 
registered candidate or constituency association involved in the 
event must be given access to the accounting records and 
supporting documents of the event for audit verification 
purposes. 


The pertinent financial details of the event related to the participation in the 
activity of the registered candidate or constituency association should be 
brought forward from this statement and recorded in the appropriate sections 
of the Commission's reporting form. 


.08 All literature and other communication used in connection with the sale of 
tickets to a fund-raising activity and any other solicitation of contributions 
in connection therewith must clearly identify the registered political party, 
constituency association or candidate, on whose behalf the fund-raising 
activity is being held. 


.09 The limitation on campaign expenses in the period commencing with the writ 
for an election and terminating on polling day does not apply to expenses 
incurred in holding a fund-raising activity. 


However mail solicitation to potential contributors must be a genuine 
solicitation of funds and must not be a disguised form of campaigning. The 
inclusion of campaign literature or material will cause the mailing to be a 
campaign expense subject to limitation. 
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.10 The Commission has determined that the exempt status of advertising done in 
relation to a fund-raising activity, both from the campaign expense limitation 
and the campaign non-partisan advertising period between writ and polling 
day, i.e. the period outside the twenty-one day allowable period, must 
conform with the Commission's Guideline G23.05.

INVITATION TO MAKE COMMENTS 


The Government of Ontario is proposing a regulation under the authority 
of the French Language Services Act, 1986 to exempt certain services 
from the application of the Act. 


The French Language Services Act, 1986 requires that no regulation to 
exempt services shall be made until at least forty-five days after a notice 
has been published setting forth the substance of the proposed regulation 
and inviting comments to be submitted to the Minister Responsible for 
Francophone Affairs.

2. If taxes for municipal and school purposes are paid in a year in

1) Park Management Plans, 

2) Resource Management Strategies, 

3) Operations Strategies and Maintenance Schedules, 
4) Development Strategies, 

5) Site Plans, 

6) Visitor Service and Interpretive Programs, 

7) Capital Construction and Lease Purchase Projects; 
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(b) Managing provincial parks and areas recommended as provin- 
cial parks on an interim basis (prior to approval of a Park 
Management Plan) consisting of activities to protect park 
values, managing uses and activities, and developing new 
facilities; 


Developing sewage and water works within or for Provincial 
Parks; 


Acquiring land to amend the boundaries of Provincial Parks, to 
complete land acquisition for an existing Provincial Park or for 
a sewage lagoon in or for a Provincial Park; and 

(e) Amending and rescinding boundary regulations for Provincial 
Parks, 


be exempt from the application of the Act pursuant to section 29; and 


Having been advised that if the undertaking is subject to the applica- 
tion of the Act, the following injury, damage or interference with the 
persons and property indicated will occur: 

A. Park environmental and recreational features could be damaged 
in the absence of Provincial Park projects that address park 
management issues. 


B. The Ministry of Natural Resources (MNR) will be damaged by 
the interference with its ongoing programs associated with 
natural heritage protection and outdoor recreation. 


The public will be damaged by the loss of anticipated benefits 
associated with resource protection and the provision of 
outdoor recreation opportunities, associated tourism benefits 
and economic benefits to local communities. 


Pre-submission consultation and completion of the Class 
Environmental Assessment (Class EA) for Provincial Park 
Management for formal submission will be hampered by 
having to prepare separate exemption orders or environmental 
assessments for all Provincial Park projects at the same time. 


Having weighed such injury, damage or interference against the 
betterment of the people of the whole or any part of Ontario by the 
protection, conservation and wise management in Ontario of the 
environment which would result from the undertaking being subject to 
the application of the Act; 


The undersigned is of the opinion that it is in the public interest to 
order and orders that the undertaking is exempt from the application of 
the Act for the following reasons: 


A. The Provincial Parks Program is carried out within a context of 
conservation, protection and wise management of the environ- 
ment. A major feature of the Provincial Parks Program is the 
preservation of significant natural and cultural features in the 
Ontario landscape. 


B. The conditions to which this undertaking is subject will ensure 
that affected government agencies and the public are informed 
of MNR’s intentions to implement components of the Provin- 
cial Parks Program during the period of this exemption order. 


A number of activities that make up this undertaking are similar 
to activities that are covered by approved MNR Class Environ- 
mental Assessments. The Minister of Natural Resources will 
apply such parts of the procedure specified in the Class Envi- 
ronmental Assessments as are appropriate to the activities that 
make up this undertaking until such procedures or other 
procedures are made directly applicable by the Class EA for 
Provincial Park Management. 


This interim exemption will allow Provincial Park plans and 
projects to continue while a Class EA for Provincial Park 
Management is prepared for approval.

The guidelines and policies specified in Condition 2 and any 
amendments, additions or deletions to the guidelines and 
policies listed will be forwarded to the Director of the Environ- 
mental Assessment Branch (EA Branch) of the Ministry of the 
Environment (MOE) and will be made available by MNR for 
public inspection upon request. 


. Priorto amending or rescinding boundary regulations for a park 


(which for greater clarity includes the elimination of the entire 
area of a park), MNR shall follow applicable public consulta- 
tion and notification as provided for in the policies and 
guidelines included in Condition 2 of this order. MNR will 
include the Director, EA Branch as well as the appropriate 
Director, Regional Office of MOE as a mandatory contact for 
all public and government agency notices required by the 
policies and guidelines included under Condition 2 of this order 
with respect to the amending or rescinding boundary regula- 
tions.

Any activity exempt under this order and carried out in a Park

The net present value shall be determined 
using the interest rate prescribed under section 18 for the month 
in which the lease commences.

discount. The average discount is the total discount under the 
agreement averaged over the number of rental periods in one 
year. If the term of the tenancy agreement is more than one 
year, the average discount shall be calculated using the total 
discount under the agreement for the first year of the term. In 
this paragraph and in paragraph 5, ‘‘discount’’ includes a 
benefit in the nature of a discount or a decrease in rent and may 
be in the form of a deduction, a payment of money or the 
transfer of any other kind of property. 


The maximum rent shall be determined using the undiscounted 
rent if, 


i. the tenancy agreement referred to in paragraph 4 is in 
writing, 


ii. the tenancy agreement provides for a discount in respect 
of the marketing of the first rental of the rental unit, 


lii. the total discount under the agreement does not exceed 
two months undiscounted rent, and 


iv. the rental periods in respect of which the discount is 
paid or deducted, which need not be consecutive, do not 
exceed six months. 


If a registration statement relating to a rental unit was filed 
under Part V of the Residential Rent Regulation Act and 
subsection 4 (16) of Ontario Regulation 10/87, as it exists 
immediately before section 10 of the Act comes into force, 
applied to the actual rent, within the meaning of the Residential 
Rent Regulation Act, of the rental unit, the maximum rent of the

rental unit on the initial rent date shall be the actual rent 
determined under that subsection. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 11. 


PART II 
OPERATING COSTS 


12.1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
making findings relating to operating costs. 


(2) The following rules relate to ‘“base year’’ and ‘‘reference year’: 


1. ‘‘Base year’’ and ‘‘reference year’’ refer to certain annual 
accounting periods established for the purposes of an applica- 
tion. The accounting periods must each be one year in length. 
The reference year is the period ending immediately before the 
base year. 


2. Ifthe application is by the landlord, the reference year and base 
year shall be the annual accounting periods most recently 
completed on or before the day that is ninety days before the 
effective date of the first rent increase applied for. 


3. If an order has been made under the Act increasing the maxi- 
mum rent for a rental unit by more than the guideline, the 
annual accounting periods mentioned in paragraph 2 shall begin 
and end on the same days of the year as the prescribed periods 
for which information concerning operating costs was filed 
under clause 53 (a) of the Act with the application that gave rise 
to the order. 


4. If the application is by the tenant, except as provided in 
paragraph 5, the reference year and the base year are the 
calendar years preceding the date the application is made. 


5. If the application is by the tenant and an order has been made 
under the Act increasing the maximum rent for a rental unit in 
the complex by more than the guideline, the reference year and 
base year shall be the two years that would be determined under 
section 6 for a notice whose effective date of rent increase is the 
same as the date of the tenant’s application. 


(3) The following rules apply to the allocation of operating costs for 
a residential complex that is part of a larger project if the complex shares 
those costs with other parts of the project: 


1. The operating costs for the project shall, subject to paragraph 2, 
be allocated among the parts of the project in accordance with 
one or more of the following factors, 


i. the area of each part of the project, 


ii. the assessment for municipal taxes for each part of the 
project, 


iii. the market value of each part of the project, 


iv. the revenue generated by each part of the project. 

2. If the allocation of operating costs in accordance with para- 
graph | would be unreasonable considering how much of the 
costs are attributable to each part of the project, the operating 
costs shall be allocated among the parts of the project in 
reasonable proportions according to how much of the costs are 
attributable to each part of the project. 


(4) The following rules apply to the situation in which a rent officer 
decides that an increase in maximum rent should be decreased or the rent 
or maximum rent reduced because of an extraordinary decrease in 
operating costs and then considers, under subsection 13 (9) or 24 (3) of 
the Act, evidence concerning an extraordinary increase in operating 
costs: 


1. The rent officer may deduct an amount in respect of the 
extraordinary increase in operating costs from the amount of the 
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decrease or reduction that the rent officer has decided upon, but 
only to the extent of eliminating that decrease or reduction. 


2. This subsection does not apply to an application based on an 
extraordinary increase in operating costs. O. Reg. 375/92, 
Sauls 


13.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
making findings relating to extraordinary increases in operating costs. 


(2) In determining whether an increase in an operating cost is extraor- 
dinary under subsection 14 (2) of the Act, the following rules apply: 


1. The increase shall be the increase in the operating costs from 
the reference year to the base year. 


2. The percentage set out in the corresponding operating cost 
category, mentioned in subsection 14 (2) of the Act, shall be 
obtained, 


i. from the Table referred to in subsection 12 (1) of the 
Act for the calendar year containing the effective date of 
the first rent increase applied for, or 


ii. if the effective date of the first rent increase applied for 
is in 1992, from the Table referred to in subsection 
12 (1) of the Act for 1993. 


(3) If.an increase in the maximum rent is justified on the ground of an 
extraordinary increase in operating costs, the amount of the increase in 
the maximum rent shall be equal to, 


(a) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 
base year; minus 

(b) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 

reference year adjusted by the percentage for the operating cost 

category as determined under paragraph 2 of subsection (2).

14.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
making findings relating to extraordinary decreases in operating costs. 


(2) In determining whether a decrease in operating costs is extraordi- 
nary under subsection 24 (2) of the Act, the following rules apply: 


1. The decrease shall be the decrease in the operating costs from 
the reference year to the base year. 


2. The percentage set out in the corresponding operating cost 
category, mentioned in subsection 24 (2) of the Act, shall be 
obtained, 


i. from the Table referred to in subsection 12 (1) of the 
Act for the calendar year in which the application is 
made, or 


ii. if the application is made in 1992, from the Table 
referred to in subsection 12 (1) of the Act for 1992. 


(3) Ifareduction of the rent or of the maximum rent is justified on the 
ground of an extraordinary decrease in an operating cost, the amount of 
the reduction shall, except as provided in subsection (4), be equal to, 

(a) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 
reference year; minus 
(b) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 
base year. 


(4) If the percentage set out in the operating cost category is negative, 
the amount of the reduction shall be equal to, 


(a) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 
reference year adjusted by the percentage set out in the operat- 
ing cost category; minus 
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(b) the amount of the cost for the operating cost category for the 


base year. 


(5) In making findings relating to paragraph 3 of subsection 13 (8) of 
the Act, the determination of the base year, the reference year and which 
Table referred to in subsection 12 (1) of the Act to use shall be in 
accordance with the rules that apply to a landlord’s application based on 


an extraordinary increase in operating costs.

PART IV 
CAPITAL EXPENDITURES 


15.—(1) The following are prescribed as rules for making findings 
relating to capital expenditures and for calculating allowances for capital 
expenditures: 


i 


There shall be no allowance for a capital expenditure, except 
under section 16 of the Act, unless, 


i. the work was completed during the one-year period 
ending ninety days before the effective date of the first 
rent increase applied for, or 


ii. the application is made within six months after the day 
section 13 of the Act came into force. 


The amount of a capital expenditure is the total of the purchase 
price and the installation, renovation and construction costs less 
any grant or other assistance from the federal, provincial or a 
municipal government or insurance, salvage, resale or trade-in 
proceeds. 


The amount of a capital expenditure that relates to a leased 
asset is the lesser of, 


i. the net present value, at the commencement of the lease, 
of the minimum lease payments including any initial 
payments or options to purchase but not including the 
cost of any maintenance contract, and 


iil. the fair market value of the leased asset at the com- 
mencement of the lease. 


For the purposes of subparagraph i of paragraph 3, the net 
present value shall be determined using the interest rate, 
prescribed under section 18, for the month in which the lease 
commences. 


The value of the landlord’s own labour in carrying out the work 
involved in the capital expenditure is equal to the amount of 
time spent multiplied by a rate of pay that is reasonable given 
the landlord’s experience and skill in the type of work done. If 
the amount of time spent exceeds the amount of time that would 
be reasonable given the landlord’s experience and skill, the 
latter amount of time shall be used in the calculation of the 
value of the landlord’s own labour. Only that part of the value 
of the landlord’s own labour that is less than the amount a 
person in the business of doing such work would charge shall 
be considered. 


The allowance for a capital expenditure is the sum of the 
amount of the capital expenditure plus the value of the land- 
lord’s own labour, amortized over the useful life of the work 
done or the thing purchased, prescribed under section 17, in 
equal instalments of blended principal and interest. 


The amortization under paragraph 6 shall be done using the 
interest rate, prescribed under section 18, for the month in 
which the application is made. 


. The date on which a capital component is to be deducted from 


the maximum rent for a unit shall be the date that follows the 
effective date of the maximum rent set out in the order that 
determined the allowance of which the capital component is 
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part by the length of time of the anticipated useful life of the 
work done or thing purchased prescribed under section 17. 


. Without limiting what other capital expenditures may be capital 


expenditures that increase energy conservation, a capital 
expenditure is a capital expenditure that increases energy 
conservation if any of the following apply, 


i. any financial assistance, the purpose of which is to 
increase energy conservation, is received from the 
federal, provincial or a municipal government, an 
agency of any of them or a supplier of energy or fuel, 


ii. theexpenditure is for anything recommended in writing, 
for the purpose of increasing energy conservation, by 
the federal, provincial or a municipal government, an 
agency of any of them, Ontario Hydro, a public utility 
commission or any person who supplies gas or electric 
power to a municipal corporation or the inhabitants of 
any municipality, in accordance with the Municipal 
Franchises Act, 


ili. the expenditure is to do any of the following, 


A. change anything powered by electricity to some- 
thing powered by another form of energy or fuel, 


B. change incandescent lighting to florescent or 
halogen lighting, 


C. change exterior lighting to high pressure sodium 
lighting, 


D. replace windows with windows that are more 
energy efficient, 


E. weatherseal a building, 


F. increase the insulation value of the shell of a 
building, 


G. increase the energy efficiency of a heating, cool- 
ing or ventilation system. 


(2) The following rules apply to the allocation of a capital expenditure 
for a residential complex that is part of a larger project if expenditure 
relates to other parts of the project: 


i; 


The capital expenditure for the project shall, subject to para- 
graph 2, be allocated among the parts of the project in accor- 
dance with one or more of the following factors, 

i. the area of each part of the project, 


ii. the assessment for municipal taxes for each part of the 
project, 


ili. the market value of each part of the project, 


iv. the revenue generated by each part of the project. 


2. If the allocation of the capital expenditure in accordance with 


paragraph | would be unreasonable considering how much of 
the expenditure is attributable to each part of the project, the 
expenditure shall be allocated among the parts of the project in 
reasonable proportions according to how much of the expendi- 
ture is attributable to each part of the project. O. Reg. 375/92, 
s~ 15: 


16. The following is prescribed as a rule for the purposes of subsec- 
tions 15 (4) and 17 (2) of the Act:

If the actual amount expended is different from the amount 
approved in the advance determination, the actual amount 
expended shall be the amount considered.

17.—(1) This section prescribes the useful life of work done or a 
thing purchased for the purposes of section 20 of the Act. 


(2) The useful life of work done or a thing purchased shall be deter- 
mined from the Schedule in accordance with the following rules: 


1. If, when a thing is purchased, it has previously been used, the 
useful life of the thing shall be determined taking into account 
the length of time of that previous use. 


2. If the work done or thing purchased does not appear in the 
Schedule, the useful life of the work or thing shall be deter- 
mined with reference to items with similar characteristics that 
do appear in the Schedule. 


(3) If the useful life of work done or a thing purchased cannot be 
determined under subsection (2) because the work or thing does not 
appear in the Schedule and no item with similar characteristics appears 
in the Schedule, the useful life of the work or thing shall be what is 
generally accepted as the useful life of such work or thing. O. Reg. 
375/92, $. 17. 


18.—(1) This section prescribes the interest rates on capital expendi- 
tures for the purposes of subsection 20 (5) of the Act. 


(2) The interest rate is the interest rate for five year guaranteed 
investment certificates as published monthly in the Bank of Canada 
Review for the month the application is made. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 18. 


19.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
determining the prescribed part of an allowance respecting a capital 
expenditure or carry forward for the purposes of subsection 20 (8) of the 
Act. 


(2) The prescribed part of an allowance is the part of the allowance 
remaining after the appropriate portion of 2 per cent of the previous 
maximum rent, excluding all capital components, is deducted. 


(3) The appropriate portion for each allowance is determined by pro 
rating 2 per cent of the previous maximum rent, excluding all capital 
components, among all the allowances respecting capital expenditures 
and all the allowances respecting a carry forward of an allowance for a 
capital expenditure. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 19. 


20.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
determining the prescribed part of an amount justified respecting a carry 
forward for the purposes of subsection 22 (4) of the Act. 


(2) The prescribed part of a justified amount is the part of the amount 
remaining after the appropriate portion of 2 per cent of the previous 
maximum rent, excluding all capital components, is deducted. 


(3) The appropriate portion for each justified amount is determined 
by pro rating 2 per cent of the previous maximum rent, excluding all 
capital components, among all the amounts justified respecting carry 
forwards of allowances for capital expenditures. O. Reg. 375/92,s. 20. 


21. The following is prescribed as a rule for the purposes of 
subsection 22 (3) of the Act: 


1. The date on which a capital component is to be deducted from 
the maximum rent shall be determined in accordance with 
paragraph 8 of section 15. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 21 


PART V 
NEW OR ADDITIONAL SERVICES 


22. The following are prescribed as rules for making findings 
relating to the cost of new or additional services: 


1. The increase to maximum rent relating to the cost of new or 
additional services shall consist of the following parts, 


i. the increase relating to the part of the cost of the new or 
additional service that is a capital expenditure, 
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li. the increase relating to the part of the cost of the new or 
additional service that is an operating cost in an operat- 
ing cost category set out in the Table referred to in 
subsection 12 (1) of the Act. 


2. There shall be no increase to maximum rent relating to the cost 
of new or additional services other than the increases described 
in subparagraphs i and ii of paragraph 1. 


3. The increase relating to the part of the cost of a new or addi- 
tional service that is a capital expenditure shall be determined 
in accordance with the prescribed rules that relate to specified 
capital expenditures. 


4. The increase relating to the part of the cost of a new or addi- 
tional service that is an operating cost shall be the increase in 
the operating costs, in the year following the day the new or 
additional service is first provided, that are attributable to the 
new or additional service. 


5. Increases to maximum rent relating to the cost of a new or 
additional service shall be apportioned among the rental units 
that receive the new or additional service in proportion to how 
each rental unit is affected. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 22. 


23. The following is prescribed as a rule for the purposes of 
subsection 18 (2) of the Act: 


1. If the actual amount expended is different from the amount 
approved in the advance determination, the actual amount 
expended shall be the amount considered. O. Reg. 375/92, 
3 28), 


PART VI 
INADEQUATE MAINTENANCE 


24.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
making findings relating to a reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent, based on an inadequate standard of maintenance or 
repair. 


(2) Areduction of the rent charged or of maximum rent is not justified 
unless the standard of maintenance or repair is inadequate on the date the 
application is made. 


(3) In determining whether the standard of maintenance or repair is 
inadequate, the rent officer may consider any matter and shall consider 
the following matters: 


1. Any contravention of a municipal by-law, passed under section 
31 of the Planning Act or under any special Act, respecting 
standards for maintenance and occupancy. 


2. Any contravention of a provision of an Act respecting standards 
relating to the health or safety of occupants of buildings or 
structures or of a regulation made under such an Act. 


3. Any contravention of a maintenance standard prescribed for the 
purposes of section 36 of the Act. 


4. Whether the landlord failed to rectify any inadequacy within a 
reasonable time following a request, that was made by the 
tenant and that was reasonable in the circumstances, to rectify 
the inadequacy. 


5. Whether the landlord failed to keep the premises secure and fit 
for habitation. 


6. Whether the landlord failed to keep the common areas clean. 


(4) In determining whether the standard of maintenance or repair is 
inadequate, the rent officer shall not consider any damage within a rental 
unit caused by the wilful or negligent conduct of the tenant or of persons 
who were in the rental unit with the permission of the tenant. 
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(5) In determining the amount of a reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent, the rent officer shall consider the following matters: 


1. The severity of the inadequacy of the standard of maintenance 
or repair. 


2. The duration of the inadequacy. 
3. The reasonable effects of the inadequacy on the tenant. 


(6) In determining the amount of a reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent, the rent officer shall consider the inadequacy of the 
standard of maintenance or repair only for the period determined as 
follows: 


1. Except as provided in paragraph 2, the period is the two-year 
period preceding the date the application was made. 


2. Ifthere was a previous order under the Act or a predecessor Act 
relating to the rental unit with an effective date that was within 
the two years preceding the date of the application, the period 
is from the effective date of the order to the date the application 
was made. For the purposes of this paragraph, the effective date 
of an order for a rent increase is the effective date of the first 
rent increase under the order. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 24. 


PART VII 
REDUCED SERVICES 


25.—(1) The provisions of this section are prescribed as rules for 
making findings relating to a reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent, based on a discontinuance or reduction in services or 
facilities. 


(2) A rent officer shall determine the amount of a reduction of the 
maximum rent for the discontinuance of a service or facility in accor- 
dance with the first of the following paragraphs that apply: 


1. If there is a previous order under the Act or a predecessor Act 
relating to the unit setting out a separate charge for the service 
or facility, the amount of the reduction shall be that separate 
charge plus all increases to the separate charge that were 
permitted by law after the effective date of the order. 


2. If there was a separate charge for the service or facility on or 
after the day the unit first became subject to the Act or a 
predecessor Act, the amount of the reduction shall be the 
earliest known such charge plus all increases to the separate 
charge that were permitted by law after the time of that earliest 
known charge. 


3. If there are separate charges for the service or facility for the 
other rental units in the complex, the amount of the reduction 
shall be the average of those separate charges. 


4. The amount of the reduction shall be what would be a reason- 
able charge for the service or facility based on the cost of the 
service or facility or, if the cost cannot be determined, on the 
value of the service or facility. 


(3) Ifaservice or facility is only reduced rather than discontinued, the 
amount of the reduction of maximum rent shall be a reasonable 
proportion, based on the degree of the reduction of the service or facility, 
of the amount determined under subsection (2). 


(4) If the discontinuance or reduction is temporary and its duration is 
reasonable, taking into account the effect on the tenant, and does not 
exceed six months there shall be no reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent. 


(5) In determining the amount of a reduction of the rent charged or of 
maximum rent or in determining the period of time during which the rent 
charged shall not be increased, the rent officer shall consider a discontin- 
uance or reduction in a service or facility only if the discontinuance or 
reduction commenced during the period determined as follows: 
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1. Except as provided in paragraph 2, the period is the six-year 
period ending on the date the application was made. 


2. Ifthere was a previous order under the Act or a predecessor Act 
relating to the rental unit with an effective date that was within 
the six years preceding the date of the application, the period is 
from the effective date of the order to the date the application 
was made. For the purposes of this paragraph, the effective date 
of an order for a rent increase is the effective date of the first 
rent increase under the order. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 25. 


26. The provisions of section 25 are also prescribed as rules for the 
purposes of subsection 20 (1) of the Act for making findings relating to 
a reduction in the previous maximum rent because of a discontinuance 
or reduction in the services and facilities provided with the following 
modification: 


1. The date of the application in paragraphs | and 2 of subsection 
25 (5) shall be deemed to be the effective date of the first 
intended rent increase in the landlord’s application. O. Reg. 
315/92, 8.26; 


PART VIII 
ADVANCE DETERMINATIONS 


27. The following are prescribed as interpretive rules to be observed 
by rent officers: 


1. In subsections 15 (4) and 17 (2) of the Act, the work done or 
thing purchased is not substantially the same as that anticipated — 
in an advance determination if the actual amount expended, as 
claimed by the landlord, is more than 10 per cent over the 
amount approved in the advance determination. 


2. In subsection 18 (2) of the Act, the service is not substantially 
the same as that anticipated in an advance determination if the 
actual amount expended, as claimed by the landlord, is more 
than 10 per cent over the amount approved in the advance 
determination. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 27. 


28. The determination of the allowance for the capital expenditure 
is prescribed as a matter to be determined for the purposes of clause 29 
(2) (d) of the Act. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 28. 


29. The following are prescribed as rules for making findings 
relating to advance determinations for capital expenditures and new or 
additional services: 


1. The amount that will be allowed in respect of a capital expendi- 
ture or new or additional service is the amount of the expendi- 
ture or the cost of the service plus the value of the landlord’s 
own labour. 


2. The allowance for a capital expenditure or a new or additional 
service shall be calculated in accordance with prescribed rules 
in the same way as if the allowance were being calculated under 
section 20 of the Act. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 29. 


PART IX 
PAYMENT OF ILLEGAL RENT AND 
ILLEGAL ADDITIONAL CHARGES 


30. In determining, under subsection 30 (3) of the Act, whether the 
landlord has charged an amount of rent that is in excess of that permitted 
by the Act or an Act referred to in subsection 30 (3) of the Act, the rent 
officer shall consider not just whether the rent charged exceeded the 
maximum rent but shall also consider any other restrictions on the rent 
permitted under the Act or an Act referred to in subsection 30 (3) of the 
Act. O.Reg.375/927s: 30: 


31. The following is prescribed as a rule for making findings relating 
to the prohibited collection of money:

1. If an amount has been collected from the applicant and the 
collection was prohibited, the amount owed to the applicant 
shall be the entire amount so collected.

32. The following are prescribed as rules for calculating interest 
under sections 30 and 32 of the Act:

i. before the date of the order, on the principal owing

interest calculated up to the date of the order. 


2. The interest shall be calculated from, 


i. for amounts ordered under section 28 of the Act 
relating to extraordinary decreases in operating costs or 
to inadequate maintenance or repair, the effective date 
of the order, or 


ii. for any other amounts, the date the application was 
madex On Ree73/5/925Se52: 


PART X 
SEPARATE CHARGES 


33. Separate charges for cablevision are prescribed as separate 
charges which may be equalized immediately for the purposes of section 
45 of the Act. O. Reg. 375/92, s. 33. 


34. The following are prescribed as interpretive rules to be observed 
by the Director, the Registrar and rent officers: 


1. To equalize, under section 45 of the Act, separate charges for 
a class of parking or for cablevision, each separate charge shall 
be made equal to the average of the total separate charges 
within the residential complex for that class of parking or for 
cablevision. 


2. If separate charges are to be equalized and the maximum rent 
is to be increased or decreased, the equalization shall be made 
before the increase or decrease is applied. O. Reg. 375/92, 
s. 34. 


35.—(1) This section prescribes, for the purposes of section 46 of the 
Act, the manner of increasing or decreasing maximum rent that may be 
charged for a rental unit if the landlord provides or discontinues the 
provision of a class of a service, facility, privilege, accommodation or 
thing listed in paragraphs | to 3 of subsection 46 (1) of the Act. 


(2) The maximum rent shall be increased or decreased by an amount 
determined in accordance with the first of the following paragraphs that 


apply: 


1. If there is a previous order under the Act or a predecessor Act 
relating to the unit setting out a separate charge for the class of 
the service, facility, privilege, accommodation or thing, the 
amount shall be that charge plus all increases to the charge that 
were permitted by law after the effective date of the order. 


2. If there was a separate charge for the class of the service, 
facility, privilege, accommodation or thing on or after the day 
the unit first became subject to the Act or a predecessor Act, the 
amount shall be the earliest known such charge plus all increas- 
es to the charge that were permitted by law after the time of that 
earliest known charge. 


3. Ifthere are separate charges for the class of the service, facility, 
privilege, accommodation or thing for the other rental units in 
the complex, the amount shall be the average of those charges. 
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4. Ifthe separate charge is for a class of parking, the amount shall 
be, 


i. the average of the separate charges for a comparable 
class of parking within the residential complex, or 


ii. if there are no separate charges for a comparable class 
of parking within the residential complex, a reasonable 
amount based on the separate charges for comparable 
classes of parking for residential complexes in the area.

PART XI 
PROCEDURAL RULES

MAXIMUM ALLOWABLE CONSIDERATION 
APPLICATION 


1.—(1) Subject to subsection (2), this Regulation applies with respect 
to independent health facilities to which section 7 of the Act applied on 
the 23rd day of April, 1990. 


(2) Sections 10 and 11 apply to all independent health facilities. 
O. Reg. 381/92, s. 1. 


CALCULATION OF MAXIMUM ALLOWABLE CONSIDERATION 


2.—(1) The maximum allowable consideration in relation to a licence 
is 104 per cent of the income, as determined under section 5 or 6, arising 
from services rendered at the facility during a one-year period elected by 
the licensee. 


(2) The maximum allowable consideration shall be adjusted annually 
for inflation in accordance with subsection (3). 


(3) On the Ist day of April of each year, commencing in 1991, the 
maximum allowable consideration shall be adjusted by the percentage 
change in the Consumer Price Index for the twelve-month period ending 
at the end of the preceding October. 


(4) In subsection (3), ‘‘Consumer Price Index’’ means the Consumer 
Price Index for Canada (All Items), as published by Statistics Canada 
under the authority of the Statistics Act (Canada). O. Reg. 381/92, s. 2. 


3.—(1) The one-year period elected by a licensee must contain the 
23rd day of April, 1990. 


(2) If licensees are licensed to carry on business collectively and 
they do not agree on the election of a one-year period, they shall be 
deemed to have elected the one-year period beginning on the 23rd day 
of April, 1990. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 3. 


4. The maximum allowable consideration in relation to a licence, 
determined in accordance with this Regulation, is binding on subsequent 
licensees. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 4. 


DETERMINATION OF INCOME FOR CALCULATING 
MAXIMUM ALLOWABLE CONSIDERATION 


5.—(1) In this section a fee is ‘‘connected’’ to an insured service if 
the fee is for or in respect of a service or operating cost that supports, 
assists or is a necessary adjunct, or any of them, to the insured service. 


(2) The income arising from services rendered at a facility during a 
one-year period is the sum of the following: 


1. Each fee paid under the Health Insurance Act that was for an 
insured service rendered at the facility during the one-year 
period and that was set out in a column denoted by the letter 
‘‘T’* in Regulation 452 of Revised Regulations of Ontario, 
1980. 


2. Each fee that was paid under section 24 of the Act and set out 
in the publication entitled ‘‘Facility Fee Schedule for Indepen- 
dent Health Facilities’ published by the Ministry of Health and 
that was connected to an insured service rendered at the facility 
during the one-year period. 


3. A professional component for each fee included in paragraph 
1 or 2 equal to the product of the fee multiplied by the percent- 
age set out in Column 2 of the Schedule opposite the service or 
operating cost that the fee is for or in respect of. 
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4. Each fee, other than a fee included in paragraph | or 2, that was 
connected to an insured service set out in the licence initially 
issued to operate the facility, as a primary insured service, and 
that was rendered at the facility during the one-year period. 


5. The fee for each insured service, to which a fee included in 
paragraph 4 was connected, that was set out in the licence 
initially issued to operate the facility, as a primary insured 
service, and that was rendered at the facility during the one-year 
period. 


(3) Ifalicensee is licensed for the same facility as other licensees but 
the licensee is not licensed to carry on business collectively with the 
others, the income arising from services rendered at the facility for the 
licence is determined in accordance with subsection (2) with the 
following modifications: 


1. Under paragraphs | and 5 of subsection (2), only fees for 
insured services rendered by the licensee shall be included. 


2. Under paragraphs 2 and 4 of subsection (2), only fees connected 
to insured services rendered by the licensee shall be included. 


(4) Ifalicensee is licensed to carry on business collectively with other 
licensees, the maximum allowable consideration shall be determined for 
all the licences together. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 5. 


6.—(1) For the purpose of determining the maximum allowable 
consideration, a person designated by the Minister in writing may 
determine the income arising from services of a facility if, in that 
person’s opinion, 


(a) it is not possible to determine the income under section 5 
because, through no fault of the licensee, necessary records 
have been destroyed; or 

(b) the operation of the facility was interrupted for more than four 

weeks during the one-year period, the interruption was for 

reasons beyond the control of the licensee and the interruption 
results in a lower income, as determined under section 5, than 
would have been the case had the interruption not occurred. 


(2) In determining income under clause (1) (a), the person designated 
by the Minister shall estimate the income using the approach set out in 
section 5. 


(3) In determining income under clause (1) (b), the person designated 
by the Minister shall estimate the income that would have arisen from 
services of the facility if the interruption had not occurred. 


(4) In determining income under this section, the person designated 
by the Minister may make any estimations or assumptions that he or she 
considers appropriate. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 6. 


ALLOCATION OF MAXIMUM ALLOWABLE CONSIDERATION 


7.—(1) Iflicensees are licensed to carry on business collectively, the 
maximum allowable consideration shall be allocated among the licences 
in proportion to the interests of the licensees in the business that they are 
licensed to carry on. 


(2) Ifa licensee is a corporation the shares of which are not traded on 
a stock exchange in Canada or the United States of America, the 
maximum allowable consideration shall be allocated among the shares 
in proportion to the property the holders of the shares would receive on 
the dissolution of the corporation. 


(3) If a licensee is a corporation the shares of which are traded on a 
stock exchange in Canada or the United States of America, the maximum 
allowable consideration shall be allocated among the shares as deter- 
mined by a person designated by the Minister in writing. O. Reg. 
381/92, Ss... 
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MAC RETURNS 


8.—(1) A maximum allowable consideration (‘‘MAC’’) return is a 
report that sets out, 


(a) the licensee’s election of the one-year period mentioned in 
subsection 2 (1); 


(b) a record of the fees relevant to the calculation of income as 
determined under section 5 or a statement as to why they are 
not available; 


(c) thelicensee’s calculation of maximum allowable consideration, 
if applicable; and 


(d) the allocation of the maximum allowable consideration, if 
necessary, and an explanation of how it was determined. 


(2) Alicensee may file a MAC returm with the Director unless aMAC 
return has already been filed with the Director in respect of the licence. 


(3) If a licensee wishes to transfer the licence, the licensee shall, 
unless a MAC return has already been filed with the Director in respect 
of the licence, file a MAC return with the Director to assist him or her in 
deciding whether to consent to the transfer. 


(4) When a licensee files a MAC return, the licensee shall file, at the 
same time, a MAC return for every licence the licensee holds. 


(5) Subsection (4) does not apply with respect to licences to carry on 
business collectively. 


(6) Every licensee shall file a MAC return within three years of the 
date the licence was issued. 


(7) A licensee that is a corporation shall file a MAC return with the 
Director within ninety days after receiving notice from a shareholder that 
the shareholder wants to transfer shares of the corporation. 


(8) The election of a one-year period by a licensee in a MAC return 
filed with the Director is binding on subsequent licensees. O. Reg. 
381/92, s. 8. 


RECORDS AND REPORTS 


9. Every licensee of an independent health facility shall maintain the 
records that are necessary to determine the maximum allowable 
consideration for the facility for at least six years after a MAC return is 
filed with the Director. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 9. 


10. Before transferring a licence, the licensee shall file a report with 
the Director setting out the consideration for the transfer of the 
licence. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 10. 


11. A licensee shall furnish such information and accounts as may 
be required by the Director relating to the maximum allowable consider- 
ation of the licence or any allocation of the maximum allowable 
consideration or relating to any transfer of the licence or any consider- 
ation for such a transfer. O. Reg. 381/92, s. 11.
